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PREFACE 


■  For  many  years  various  descendants  of  the  Glick  Family  of  the  Shenandoah  Valley  have  been  in¬ 
terested  in  different  aspects  of  the  history  and  genealogy  of  the  family,  and  individual  research  by 
several  persons  on  different  branches  of  the  family  has  been  periodically  carried  out.  Elder  Samuel 
Roller  of  New  Market,  Virginia,  promoted  some  initial  research  in  the  county  records  of  clerks'  offices 
regarding  the  very  early  activities  of  our  first  progenitors.  Dr.  O.  L.  Miller  of  Harrisonburg,  m 
committing  to  record  many  of  the  memories  and  recollections  of  his  mother,  Catherine  Susan  Glick 
Miller  developed  a  genealogical  chart  in  scroll  form  which  has  been  of  indispensable  value  for  record 
and  source  material.  This  work,  remaining  extant,  is  referred  to  as  "The  Scroll",  and  should  be 
preserved  in  the  family  archives.  Historians  of  various  collateral  branches  have  made  valuable  re¬ 
cords  and  willingly  shared  them  with  each  other.  It  is  from  these  sources  that  the  writer  has  gleaned 
many  facts  and  dates  and  many  leads  for  his  personal  research.  It  is  the  compilation  of  these  facts 
and  data  along  with  some  tradition  that  the  writer  here  wishes  to  set  forth  in  condensed  form  for  all 
members  of  the  family  who  are  interested  in  them,  and  then  in  Section  III  trace  a  thread  of  the  family 

to  the  present. 

The  Glick  Reunion  of  the  Valley  Family  was  organized  at  Hollen’s  Park  in  1925,  and  through  this 
organization  many  new  facts  have  been  discovered,  discussed  and  preserved,  along  with  fine  fellowship 
and  mutual  devotion  to  the  old  principles  which  we  cherish  in  our  heritage.  All  this  attests  to  the  fact 
that  "Blood  runs  thicker  than  Water".  High  ideals  and  standards  of  life  have  thus  been  fostered  ana 
preserved,  and  for  a  number  of  years  many  have  felt  the  need  for  publishing  this  data  m  some  iOi  m 
that  it  could  be  preserved  for  posterity.  All  available  data  with  diligent  research  would  probably  make 
five  or  six  volumes  of  usual  size  if  carried  to  the  present  and  considerable  sums  of  money  would  be 
required  for  the  publication.  The  writer  once  undertook  to  prepare  a  volume  of  the  descendants  ot  hi.- 
•  Great  Grandfather,  Abraham  Glick,  and  much  data  was  collected  and  preserved  and  may  later  be  pub¬ 
lished  This  task,  however,  grew  too  arduous  under  present  conditions,  so  under  the  stimulus  01  t  le 
smaller  Glick  Reunion  of  the  Joseph  M.  Glick  Family,  organized  about  1940,  Section  III  of  this  book 
has  been  prepared  in  order  to  get  the  work  under  way. 

I  offer  here  the  apologies  of  this  branch  of  the  family  to  all  the  other  branches  not  included,  for 
going  ahead  without  them,  and  sincerely  hope  that  in  the  place  of  any  offense,  it  may  inspire  and  stim¬ 
ulate  other  branches  to  do  likewise.  This  family  pledges,  therefore,  any  assistance  possible  m  pro 
moting  other  publications  in  the  family  at  any  time.  For  these  reasons  I  am  dividing  this  book  into 
three  sections  for  the  convenience  of  different  groups.  Section  I  deals  with  historical  facts  some 
tradition  and  some  hypotheses  clearly  distinguished,  with  some  sources  indicated.  This  should  have 
a  common  interest  for  all  branches  of  the  family,  and  I  hope  may  have  a  stimulating  influence  .o  other 
research.  Section  II  deals  with  genealogical  tables  designed  to  present  in  brief  form,  much  data  tea. 
may  serve  the  purpose  of  preservation  as  well  as  a  starting  basis  for  other  historians.  These  tables 
are  obviously  incomplete  for  the  generations  covered,  and  doubtless  have  some  errors,  but  I  feel  tor 
many  reasons  are  worth  the  space  devoted  to  them.  Some  dates,  for  example,  come  from  several 
different  sources,  and  being  slightly  different  in  each  it  is  impossible  to  know  which  is  accurate 
Section  III  of  the  book  is  history  in  the  form  of  genealogy,  biography  and  pictures  and  it  is  hoped  an 
believed  to  be  essentially  correct.  The  writer  hopes  it  will  be  read  and  enjoyed  for  many  generations 
to  come  by  those  who  find  spiritual  resources  in  the  lives  and  achievements  of  their  ancestors.  It  may¬ 
be  of  some  value  to  future  historians  to  here  designate  Section  III  of  this  book  as  Clan  2  of  Part  II 
Volume  VIII,  of  the  Glick  Family  History.  This  anticipates  the  possibility  that  some  t  ime  in  the  nature 
a  volume  may  be  written  for  each  of  the  nine  children  of  Elder  John  Glick  (Jr.).  Ot  ei  vo  times  mayor 
may  not  take  this  form.  The  parts  are  based  on  the  five  children  of  Abraham  Click  who  producea 
posterity.  The  genealogy  in  Section  III  of  this  book,  is  of  Part  II  repiesented  y  ie  secoxuc  n  , 
Glick.  The  Clans  are  based  on  the  five  children  of  Joel  Glick  who  produced  posterity.  This  Section 
III  genealogy  is,  therefore,  Clan  2,  representing  the  descendants  of  Joseph  M.  Glick,  in  lull,  who  is  t 
second  child  of  Joel  Glick. 

It  is  hoped  that  our  friends  and  relatives,  realizing  the  intricacy  of  a  work  of  the  type,  will  be 
lenient  in  their  criticism,  and  regard  any  errors  or  omissions  as  unintentional.

are  recorded:  "Gluck,  of  Suabia",  "Gluckh 


of  Bavaria",  and  "Glucq  of  France". 

Suabia,  a  duchy  of  medieval  Germany,  coextensive  with  modern  Wurtenberg,  Hesse  and  V*  est 
Bavaria.  Suabia  took  its  name  from  the  Suevi,  a  tribe  inhabiting  the  district  in  the  first  century 
of  the  Christian  Era.  They  dwelt  in  the  angle  formed  by  the  Rhine  and  the  Danube  -  Suabia  (also 
spelled  Swabia)  was  divided  into  gaus,  or  counties,  and  included  the  principal  peaks  of  the 
Southern  Black  Forest  and  the  Freiberg  Valley.  It  was  originally  a  county  of  the  Frankish 
Empire,  some  of  the  gaus  in  the  13th  century  passed  to  the  Hapsburgs.  A  region  frequently 
fought  over  and  frequently  changed  hands  between  the  French  and  Austrians.  In  1066,  the  year 
of  the  Conquest,  it  was  still  in  the  hands  of  the  Franks. 
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EXPLANATION  OF  THE  COAT  OF  ARMS  OF  THE 


GLICK  (GLUCK)  FAMILY 

■  In  heraldry  black  signifies  sorrow,  sin,  mourning  and  dignity,  gold  is  the  metal  denoting 
strength,  authority  and  wealth;  while  red  is  the  color  of  war,  danger,  courage,  and  love  of  com¬ 
bat  and  adventure. 

The  vertical  partition,  called  in  British  heraldry  "parted  per  pale",  has  the  same  signific¬ 
ance  as  the  pale  or  broad  vertical  stripe  running  down  the  center.  The  pale  was  originally  a 
vertical  brace  placed  upon  the  front  or  face  of  the  escutcheon  to  strengthen  it.  It  was  called, 
later,  an  "honorable  ordinary",  that  is  one  of  the  honorable  markings,  most  ordinarily  used,  and 
was  anciently  a  symbol  of  noble  blood. 

The  man  in  the  conical  hat  and  elaborate  clothing  was  called  a  "mountebank"  ("get  up  on  a 
box").  The  mountebank  was  at  first  an  itinerant  salesman,  but  later  became  an  actor,  magician 
or  comedian.  His  name  came  from  the  fact  that  he  usually  mounted  a  box  (banke)  in  order  to 
"make  his  spiel”. 

In  as  much  as  he  professed  that  anyone  who  makes  purchases  from  him  was  most  fortunate, 
the  mountebank  gradually  became  a  symbol  of  luck. 

As  such  the  charge  in  the  escutcheon  as  well  as  upon  the  crest  becomes  a  canting  or  heraldic 
play  upon  the  family  name  --an  heraldic  pun.  The  name  Glick  was  originally  Gluck  and  signified 
"lucky"  or  "fortunate". 

The  wheel  also  bears  out  this  motif  as  it  represents  "the  wheel  of  fortune",  an  early  gambling 
device. 

The  mantle  or  decorative  matter  around  the  shield  has  no  especial  shape.  This  is  left  to  the 
taste  and  discretion  of  the  artist.  In  British  arms  the  only  heraldic  rule  as  to  the  mantle  (also 
sometimes  called  a  lambrequin)  was  that  it  must  be  in  the  livery  colors  of  the  shield;  i.e.  the  two 
metals,  furs  or  colors  first  mentioned  in  the  blazon.  In  Tuetonic  arms  this  custom  sometimes 
varies  but  where  it  does  the  definite  colors  are  specified  as  is  the  case  in  the  Glick  arms. 

The  mantle  takes  its  name  from  a  cloak  or  mantle  which  the  mounted  wore  suspended  from 
his  helmet.  This  was  to  protect  him,  encased  as  he  was  in  metal,  from  the  summer's  hot  sun 
rays  or  the  winter's  snows  which  would  have  fairly  cooked  or  frozen  him  as  the  case  might  be. 
This  mantle  would  become  cut  and  slashed  in  combat  and  the  knight  was  very  proud  of  these  rents. 
He  usually  had  them  patched  in  contrasting  colors  to  make  them  more  noticeable. 
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THE  GLICK  FAMILY

The  earliest  records  extant  which  mention  the  Gluck  or  von  Gluck  family  place  it  in  Suabia 
(Swabia)  in  the  Holy  Roman  Empire  (Austria  or  German)  circa  1300.  At  that  time  the  family 
seems  to  have  been  of  noble  rank;  however  the  title  was  of  Papal  grant.  The  arms  was  employed 
by  the  family  for  many  years  before  it  was  registered  and  confirmed  (1586).  This  was  due  to  the 
fact  that,  until  that  period,  -each  noble  family  selected  its  own  arms  and  there  was  no  official 
registration. 

There  is  no  record  of  the  "von"  being  used  after  the  XVII  Century. 

The  "von"  in  Teutonic  nomenclature  signified  "of”  and  usually  referred  to  a  family  estate, 
castle  or  even  village  or  town  owned  by  the  family.  The  case  of  the  von  Glucks  this  was 
evidently  an  estate  or  castle  as  there  is  no  record  of  a  town  of  this  name  in  Central  or  Western 
Europe. 

The  family,  known  as  both  Gluck  or  Glick  is  next  found  in  the  German  Palatinate  at  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  XVIII  Century.  They  were  confirmed  followers  of  Martin  Luther. 

This  rich  Palatinate  District  of  the  Upper  Rhine  in  Germany  was  claimed  by  both  France  and 
Prussia,  both  Roman  Catholic  countries.  The  land  was  almost  constantly  a  battlefield  between  the 
monarchs  of  both  countries  and  time  after  time  the  people  were  butchered,  the  lands  laid  waste 
and  the- property  of  the  good  and  prosperous  Palatinates  confiscated. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  XVII  Century  many  of  these  German  Protestants  became  tired 
of  this  constant  torture  and  pillage.  They  determined  to  seek  their  fortunes  and  religious  liberty 
in  America. 

.  The  Palatinates  came  to  Pennsylvania  via  Holland.  There  they  settled  in  Burke,  Bucks  and 
Lancaster  Counties.  After  a  few  years,  most  of  the  good  land  being  taken  up  by  the  first  genera¬ 
tion  of  Germans  and  the  English  and  Scotch-Irish,  the  Palatinates  began  a  great  migration  south¬ 
wards. 

All  along  the  Shenandoah  Valley  and  the  Valley  of  Virginia  they  dropped  out  and  settled  until 
only  the  hardiest  reached  their  destination. 

The  first  of  the  family  of  record  who  migrated  to  America  was  one  Martin  Luther  Giick  who 
landed  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.  on  the  ship  "Crown"  from  Rotterdam  8/30/1749.  He  was  listed  as 
"sick  when  landed".  He  later  settled  in  Burks  Co.,  Pa.

Origin  of  the  Family 

There  are  some  evidences  that  the  Glick 
(Gluck)  Family  originated  in  the  southwestern 
part  of  Germany,  probably  during  the  fifteenth 
or  sixteenth  century.  Some  believe  the  name 
originated  from  the  German  word  "Glucklich" 
meaning  "happy”  or  ’’happy-go-lucky",  which 
seems  in  a  measure  to  be-  borne  out  by  the 
Coat-of-Arms  and  its  interpretation  given  on 
page  4.  .  The  Gluck  Coat-of-Arms  origi¬ 
nated  in  1586  in  Suabia,  while  the  Gliickh 
Coat-of-Arms  originated  in  1582  in  Bavaria, 
somewhat  similar  in  structure  and  apparent 
meaning.  Another  Coat-of-Arms  for  the 
name  Glucq  originated  in  France  about  the 
same  time,  and  some  believe  this  is  the 
French  form  of  the  same  name.  The  name 
Glick  is  found  yet  today  in  the  German  part  of 
Switzerland,  the  Rhine  Valley,  and  adjacent 
areas.  As  this  name  has  passed  through  the 
many  changes  and  alterations  which  happened 
to  most  German  names  at  the  hands  of  tax 
assessors,  court  recorders,  and  others,  in  the 
process  of  becoming  Americanized,  it  has 
taken  the  forms  of  Glick,  Glock,  Click,  Cleek, 
deck,  Klick,  and  Kliick  and  perhaps  other 
spellings. 

The  Migration  of  the  Glicks  to  America 

The  people  usually  referred  to  as  the 
Pennsylvania  Dutch  are  the  people  from  the 
Rhineland  and  Palatinate  areas  of  Germany, 
including  the  northeastern  part  of  Switzerland, 
who  came  to  America  in  the  great  migration 
of  German  people  during  the  eighteenth  cen¬ 
tury.  Most  of  these  people  arrived  during  the 
half  century  between  1725  and  1775,  having 
entered  the  country  through  the  port  of  Phila¬ 
delphia,  and  many  of  them  settled  or  made 

their  first  homes  in  eastern  Pennsylvania  and 

New  Jersey,  before  spreading  to  the  Shenan¬ 
doah  Valley  and  on  into  the  West.  Most  of 
these  people  left  their  homeland  because 
.  of  religious  persecution  and  political  unrest 
which  kept  them  constantly  disturbed.  Many

of  them  had  lost  their  property  in  the  almost 
continuous  fighting  of  the  French  and  German 
wars  across  their  lands,  and  indeed  many  of 
them  lost  their  lives  with  only  remnants  of 
their  families  surviving.  This  destitution  was 
partly  responsible  for  their  unspeakable 
suffering  and  hardships  in  their  transportation 
to  their  new-found  homes  in  Pennsylvania  at 
the  invitation  and  generosity  of  their  friend 
and  benefactor  William  Penn.  It  is  probable 
that  many  of  these  people  had  French  blood 
in  their  veins  because  of  their  proximity  to 
that  country.  Many  of  the  Glicks  in  America 
trace  their  origin  to  this  Pennsylvania  Dutch 
stock  and  to  this  early  period,  although  some 
of  them  came  in  later  years.  Many  people 
in  the  United  States  by  the  name  of  Glick  are 
of  Jewish  descent,  particularly  along  the 
eastern  and  western  seaboards,  but  many 
scattered  widely  over  the  country  can  trace 
their  ancestry  to  the  Pennsylvania  Dutch 
immigrants  of  this  early  period.  It  seems 
probable  that  most  of  the  early  Glick  families 
of  Pennsylvania  Dutch  extraction  were  of 
Lutheran  faith  while  some  probably  belonged 
to  the  German  Reformed  Church,  but  others 
of  this  name  have  definitely  been  of  Amish 
and  Mennonite  faith  and  some  were  German 
Baptists  (Dunkards  -  Brethren),  showing  a 
close  relationship  to  the  Pietist  movement 
of  the  Reformation  Period. 

Early  Glick  Immigrants 

There  have  been  at  least  eight  Glick 
Immigrants  who  have  been  recorded  variously 
in  Ralph  B.  Strassburger’s  "Pennsylvania 
German  Pioneers",  I.  Daniel  Rupp's  "Thirty 
Thousand  Immigrants",  and  in  Montgomery  - 
Series  2  -  Vol.  17.  It  is  believed  that  most 
of  these  immigrants  were  closely  related. 
Some  have  asserted  that  four  were  probably 
brothers  and  others  were  cousins.  Some  of 
these  families  have  been  traced  and  gene¬ 
alogies  previously  written.

One  distinguished  Pennsylvania  Family  which 
has  been  traced  for  several  generations, 
originated  with  Johannes  Gluck  (number  5 
above)  who  arrived  in  Philadelphia  October 
23,  1754,  and  reared  a  large  family  of  seven 
or  eight  sons  in  the  vicinity  of  Reading,  Bucks 
County,  Pennsylvania.  This  has  been  an  out¬ 
standing  family  both  in  size  and  achievement 
with  three  name  variants  of  Glick,  Click,  and 
Klick.  Many  outstanding  people,  both  of  past 
and  present,  have  come  from  this  family, 
including  Governor  George  W.  Glick  of  Kansas, 
who  represents  that  state  in  the  Hall  of  Fame 
in  Washington.  This  family  history  was  written 
in  1915  by  George  H.  Glick,  a  schoolmaster  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana.  To  the  present  time  the 
writer  has  been  unable  to  trace  any  connection 
between  this  Pennsylvania  Family  and  the 
Shenandoah  Valley  Family  which  is  the  main 
subject  of  this  book.  It  is  said  that  John  Philip 
Kluck. who  came  on  the  same  ship,  was  a 
brother  to  the  progenitor  of  this  Family. 

Other  Glick  Families  in  the  Shenandoah  Valley 

In  addition  to  the  Glick  Family  traced  in 
this  sketch,  there  were  at  least  two  other  dis¬ 
tinct  families  by  that  name  in  the  Shenandoah 
Valley  of  Virginia  who  were  contemporary, 
and  tv/o  of  these  have  been  at  times  confused. 
The  relationship  between  these  is  at  this  time 
unknown.  As  early  as  1782  there  was  a  Widow 
Margaret  Click  (variously  spelled  Click,  Cleek, 
and  Cleck)  in  Rockingham  County  who  had  three 
sons,  John,  Frederick,  and  Michael,  and  two 
daughters,  Margaret  and  Elizabeth.  John  ap¬ 
peared  to  be  the  oldest  son  and  the  tax  records 
soon  began  to  list  the  property  in  his  name. 
On  September  16,  1806,  John  married  Sarah 
Scott,  and  the  following  year  the  property  was 
listed  in  the  name  of  his  brother,  Frederick. 
This  would  seem  to  indicate  that  John  moved 
to  the  West  soon  after  his  marriage.  The  pro¬ 
perty  continued  in  Frederick's  name  until  his 
death  in  1821.  His  will  at  that  date  seems  to 
indicate  that  he  never  married,  and  the  family 
name  disappears  from  the  records  at  that  time. 
The  will  also  mentions  a  brother,  Michael,  and 
two  sisters.  Margaret  married  Charley  Lee 
Moore  January  11,  1803,  and  Elizabeth  married 
Christopher  Stultz  August  11,  1807.

As  early  as  1764  there  was  a  Jacob  Click 
in  Augusta  County  as  observed  in  the  records 
by  the  writer.  It  appears  that  he  is  the  same 
as  Jacob  Cleek  whose  will  was  probated  in 
Bath  County,  Virginia,  in  1813.  He  probably 
settled  in  that  part  of  Augusta  which  was  cut 
off  as  a  part  of  Bath  when  it  was  formed  as  a 
county  in  1791.  He  was  the  progenitor  of  a 
large  family  of  nine  children  whose  descendants 
are  widely  scattered  throughout  the  western 
part  of  Virginia,  West  Virginia,  and  many 
other  sections  of  the  country.  The  writer  has 
recently  observed  that  this  family  genealogy 
has  been  well  written  by  a  descendant,  George 
W.  Cleek,  of  Staunton,  Virginia,  and  deserves 
the  careful  study  of  anyone  who  is  interested  in 
family  history.  This  historian  traces  this 
Cleek  family  back  to  Baltas  Click  (immigrant 
number  1  above)  who  was  listed  as  dead  when 
the  ship  arrived  in  Philadelphia  in  1732.  He 
had  four  young  sons,  however,  who  apparently 
came  to  Virginia  and  the  South.  Of  these  sons, 
Michael  is  listed  without  further  information. 
It  is  suggested  that  he  may  have  been  the  hus¬ 
band  of  Widow  Margaret  Click  above.  Matthias 
married  and  moved  to  Tennessee.  He  was 
probably  the  progenitor  of  the  Clicks  in  Green 
County  of  eastern  Tennessee  and  the  Nolli- 
chuckie  Valley,  and  those  the  writer  has  con¬ 
tacted  in  Texas.  Palser  lived  in  Rockbridge 
and  Botetourt  Counties,  Virginia,  while  Jacob,* 
mentioned  above,  settled  in  Rockbridge,  Augus¬ 
ta,  and  Bath  Counties,  Virginia. 

Our  Glick  Family  in  the  Shenandoah  Valley 

The  original  Patriarch  of  the  Shenandoah 
Valley  of  Virginia  family,  recorded  in  this 
volume,  was  John  Glick,  Sr.  (Johannes  Gliick, 
Senr.).  His  name  appears  in  the  civil  records 
of  Shenandoah  County,  Virginia,  as  John  Click, 
Sr.,  while  his  son  John  appears  as  John  Click, 
Jr.  Tradition  in  the  writer's  branch  of  the 
family  says  he  came  from  Hanau,  Hesse  (Hes¬ 
sen),  Germany,  and  never  settled  originally  in 
Pennsylvania,  but  came  directly  to  the  Shenan¬ 
doah  Valley  to  establish  his  home.  Although 
Rev.  Austin  Cooper,  prominent  historian  of  the 
Church  of  the  Brethren,  has  suggested  eviden¬ 
ces  that  he  may  have  settled  in  Lancaster  and 
later  in  Somerset  Counties,  Penna.,  the  writer 
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has  found  no  direct  evidence  of  it  to  this  date. 
Accepting  this  tradition  of  his  original  settle¬ 
ment  would  give  evidence  that  this  John  Glick, 
Sr.  was  the  same  person  as  the  Johannes  Gluck, 


(immigrant  number  8  above)  who  arrived  in 
Philadelphia  October  26,  1767  on  Ship  Brit- 
tania,  since  he  purchased  his  first  land  July 
11,  17  68  in  Frederick  County,  Virginia.

Original  Plantation 

! 

The  original  plantation  of  314  acres  was 
in  two  tracts.  The  first  was  150  acres  which 
he  purchased  from  Richard  and  Rebecca 
Campbell,  July  11,  1763  (Deed  Book  12,  Pages 

458  and  459,  Winchester,  Virginia),  and  the 
other  adjacent  tract  of  164  acres  he  purchased 
from  Lord  Fairfax,  May  30,  1777.  This  land 
is  located  in  what  is  now  Shenandoah  County, 
Virginia,  lying  six  miles  west  of  Mt.  Jackson 
about  two  miles  southwest  of  Hudson's  Cross¬ 
roads,  near  the  present  Orkney  Springs  Pike. 
This  land  was  located  in  that  disputed  border 
strip  between  Augusta  and  Frederick  Coun¬ 
ties,  and  in  that  area  known  as  the  Northern 
Neck  or  Fairfax  Grant,  also  under  litigation 


for  many  years.  At  the  time  of  purchase  this 
land  was  in  Frederick  County  cut  off  in  1772 
as  Dunsmore  County,  and  in  1778  became  tne 
present  Shenandoah  County.  This  original 
plantation  (see  landscape  above)  he  retained 
for  his  residence  until  his  death  in  1814.  It 
was  transferred  by  will  to  his  son  John  Glick, 
Jr.  who  p  r  o  mp  t  ly  sold  it  by  deed  to  Petci 
Overholtzer  in  1814. 

John  Glick,  Sr.  -  The  First  Progenitor 

Not  very  much  is  known  of  this  Venerable 
Patriarch  of  the  Shenandoah  Valley  Glick 
Family.  Tradition  says  he  died  a  very  oid 
man,  and  the  probation  of  his  will  fixes  his 
death  about  April  1814.  This  would  suggest 
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his  birth  eir.  1720  to  1725.  Tradition  among 
the  Clicks  of  Hudson's  Crossroads  says  he 
became  so  feeble  in  his  latter  years  that  he 
was  carried  about  his  plantation  by  servants 
in  a  large  basket.  The  1790  and  later  census 
records  do  not  indicate  that  he  owned  slaves, 
although  the  tax  records  show  that  he  was  an 
extensive  farmer  for  that  period.  His  burial 
place  at  present  is  unknown.  His  will  was 
dated  March  19,  1805,  and  probated  May  9, 
1814.  Signature  in  German  Script  -  Johannus 
Gluck.  (Will  Book  I,  Page  143,  Woodstock). 

Probable  Religious  Faith 

It  is  not  certain  what  church  denomination 
the  first  Glick  Family  adherred  to,  but  it  ap¬ 
pears  certain  that  they  were  Protestant,  al¬ 
though  it  is  recorded  that  some  of  the  Glicks 
of  Europe  were  Catholic.  It  is  probable  that 
religious  conviction  and  consequent  persecu¬ 
tion  gave  strong  motivation  toward  the  difficult 
and  hazardous  journey  to  America.  Until 
recent  historical  research  in  the  Church  of  the 
Brethren  has  revealed  that  the  Brethren  (Ger¬ 
man  Baptist)  people  probably  came  to  the 
Shenandoah  Valley  a  number  of  years  before 
1775,  it  was  thought  that  John  Glick,  Sr.  and 
his  family  must  have  been  German  Lutheran 
or  German  Reformed.  Now-  it  appears,  how¬ 
ever,  from  recent  documents  that  the  Brethren 
of  the  Flat  Rock  Congregation  were  settled  in 
Shenandoah  County  some  years  before  Elder 
John  H.  Garber  arrived  and  the  large  influx 
that  followed,  and  that  John  Glick,  Sr.  and  his 
family  were  of  a  Brethren  colony  who  settled 
in  this  area  with  William  Good,  Abraham  Hess, 
Henry  Baughman  and  others  as  neighbors. 
That  his  son,  John  Glick,  Jr.,  became  a  promi¬ 
nent  Elder  in  the  Brethren  Church  and  his 
four  daughters  all  married  into  Brethren 
families  as  the  names  indicate  would  seem 
to  make  certain  the  family  were  all  Brethren 
when  they  first  arrived  in  their  new  home. 

The  First  Progenitor's  Family 

We  have  a  fairly  clear  and  authentic 
glimpse  into  this  early  German  family  from 
the  father’s  will,  the  settlement  records,  tax 
records  and  deeds.  It  is  certain  that  there 
were  two  sons,  John,  Jr.  and  Christian,  and 
probably  a  third,  Lewis,  and  four  daughters, 
Elizabeth,  Barbara,  Anna,  and  Catharine.  (See 
Chart  I,  Page  _24.)  It  is  not  known  whether  all 
these  children  were  born  in  Germany  prior 
to  the  migration,-  nor  in  what  chronological 
order  they  were  born.  Only  one  birth  date  of 


the  children  is  known  at  this  time  and  this  is 
for  John,  Jr.,  taken  from  his  oid  German 
Family  Bible,  still  extant  in  Glasgow,  Montana, 
recorded  as  December  29,  17  54.  If  the 
Johannes  Gluck  who  arrived  in  Philadelphia 
in  1767  is  our  progenitor,  then  our  ancestor 
John  Glick,  Jr.  was  almost  thirteen  years  old 
when  he  arrived.  Even  if  he  were  the  oldest, 
there  is  a  strong  chance  that  all  or  most  of  the 
children  were  born  in  Germany. 

The  Progenitor's  Marriages 

An  interesting  and  intriguing  question 
arises  as  to  whether  John  Glick,  Sr.  was 
married  two,  three,  or  four  times.  I  here  pre¬ 
sent  an  hypothesis  of  four  marriages  and  re¬ 
quest  the  family  members  to  help  prove  or 
disproved:  (1).  General  dates  would  indicate 
that  his  first  wife,  name  unknown  and  probable 
mother  of  all  the  Glick  children,  was  born 
around  1725  or  1730  in.  Germany,  and  died 
during  their  early  frontier  days  in  Virginia, 
cir.  1785.  (2).  The  second  wife  was  probably 
the  Widow  Barbara  Bachman  (Baughman)  whom 
he  mentions  hi  his  will  and  who  probably  help¬ 
ed  to  raise  his  children.  Her  husband's  will 
was  probated  April  23,  1785.  She  was  the 
widow  of  the  neighbor  Henry  Bachman,  and 
mother  of  the  Bachman  children  mentioned 
in  the  Glick  will.  (3).  The  third  wife  whom 
he  mentions  in  his  will  as  Mary,  living  in 
1805,  fits  into  the  marriage  record  recorded 
as  John  Click  and  Mary  Kingery,  July  26,  1799. 
There  is  no  evidence  of  children  by  this  union, 
(4).  Evidences  of  a  fourth  marriage  are  three. 
First,  Shenandoah  County  marriage  records 
record  the  marriage  of  John  Click  and  Eliza¬ 
beth  Eastep  October  29,  1811.  This  was  three 
years  before  the  death  of  John  Glick,  Sr.  in 
1814.  Second,  William  Click  of  Buck's  Hill, 
Shenandoah  County,  a  most  respected  gentle¬ 
man,  referred  to  the  writer  by  the  county 
clerk,  related  this  traditional  story  of  his 
family  to  the  writer  as  follows:  Our  line  of 
Clicks  are  really  Easteps,  as  there  was  no 
evidence  of  adoption  when  a  Widow  Eastep 
married  a  Click,  but  her  several  young  child¬ 
ren  acquired  the  name  CUck  by  association. 
There  seems  no  other  way  for  the  Clicks  a- 
round  the  Old  Homestead  area  to  be  related 
to  his  family  which  tradition  affirms  they  were. 
Third,  John  Glick,  Jr.  in  settling  his  father's 
estate,  makes  a  final  payment  in  the  amount 
of  5  pounds  11  shillings  and  1  penny,  the  amount 
paid  to  each  Bachman  heir  of  the  first  genera¬ 
tion,  as  "your  wife  Elizabeth's  legacy".  This 
would  seem  to  indicate  that  John  Glick,  Sr. 
had  a  wife  Elizabeth  when  he  died,  and  that 
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Widow  Elizabeth  Eastep  may  have  been  one 
of  Henry  and  Barbara  Bachman's  children. 
J.  Arthur  Click  of  Hudson's  Crossroads  re¬ 
ported  to  the  writer  a  tradition  in  his  family 
that  his  Grandfather,  Samuel  Click,  celebrated 
his  eighty-ninth  birthday  in  the  year  1903.  He, 
therefore,  would  have  been  born  in  1814,  and 
if  he  were  Elizabeth  Eastep  Glick's  son,  he  as 
one  of  the  family  would  be  entitled  to  the  Glick 

name. 

The  Children  of  John  Glick,  Sr. 

(See  Chart  I,  Page  24  ) 


The  first  daughter  mentioned  in  the  will 
and  settlement  records  was  Elizabeth  Glick, 
wife  of  Adam  Wine.  Adam  Wine  was  the  son 
of  Johann  Georg  Wein  and  brother  of  Michael 
Wine  I,  many  of  whose  descendants  are  includ¬ 
ed  in  the  history  of  the  Wine  Family.  ("I he 
Wine  Family  in  America”  by  J.  D.  Wine,  Pages 
14'  and  15.)  Adam  Wine  and  his  wife  Elizaoeth 
Glick  are  said  to  have  settled  in  Stafford 
County,  Virginia,  where  his  wife  died  fairly 
young.  The  best  available  information  on  this 
family  is  from  a  descendant  Harvey  A.  Wine 
of  Pleas antville,  Ohio,  Great  Great  Grandson 
of  Adam  Wine  and,  it  is  believed,  another  wife. 
He  has  written  the  only  available  histoiy,  and 
the  following  quotations  are  excerpts  from  Ins 
writing:  "It  is  believed  Adam  and 

Michael  Wine  entered  Virginia  byway  of  the 
Shenandoah  Valley  from  Pennsylvania.  How¬ 
ever,  records  show  that  Adam  Wine  married 
the  daughter  of  John  Glick,  and  he  and  his 
wife  were  members  of  the  Church  of  the 
Brethren  in  Shenandoah  County  .  Of  Adam 
Wine's  movements  we  know  little  except  that 
he  moved  to  the  eastern  part  of  Virginia  --- 
and  divided  his  time  between  Falmouth,  Vir¬ 
ginia,  and  Baltimore,  Maryland”.  The  story 
says  he  bought  and  sold  grain  and  ship  timber, 
and  also  had  a  fishery  near  Baltimore.  Fiom 
shreds  of  information,  I  assume  that  Adam 
Wine's  wife,  Elizabeth  Glick,  died  earl^  in  Life 
and  he  married  a  second  wife,  and  I  have  the 
inclination  to  believe  that  this  second  wife  was 
my  ancestor”.  There  are  strong  possibilities 
that  Elizabeth  was  the  mother  of  children  but 
no  way  of  tracing  them  seems  now  available. 

The  second  daughter  mentioned  in  the  will 
was  Barbara  Glick  who  married  Peter  Ftantz. 
At  present  no  records  of  this  family  and  its 
descendants  are  available,  but  it  appears  that 
they  went  to  the  West  and  probably  became 
the  progenitors  of  many  Brethren  people  by 
that  name.  This  suggests  a  fruitful  genealogi¬ 
cal  field  for  some  family  historian  to  cultivate. 


The  third  daughter  mentioned  was  Ann  or 
Anna  Glick  who  married  Abram  bherhgh 
(Sherfig,  Sharfy,  Sherfy)  about  1785.  Personal 
property  tax  records  indicate  that  he  .vas 
operating  land  with  John  Glick,  Sr.  in  1  <87. 
Abram  was  the  son  of  Casper  Sherfigh  of 
Maryland.  They  became  the  parents  of.  eleven 
children  and  a  daughter,  Sarah,  was  the  first 
wife  of  Samuel  Miller.  ("Jacob  Miller,  His 
Descendants  and  Connections",  Part  I,  Pages 
9  and  10.)  By  1812  she  was  a  widow  with 
settlement  problems  in  which  the  Gei  man 
Baptist  Church  gave  assistance.  ("History  of 
the  Brethren  in  Virginia"  by  D.  H.  Zigler, 
Pages  47  to  49.)  This  Sherfy  Family  now  has 
numerous  descendants  throughout  the  countiv 
and  many  are  still  outstanding  Brethren  minis¬ 
ters  and  laymen. 

The  fourth  daughter  mentioned  was  Catha¬ 
rine  Glick  who  married  Christian  Landes. 
The  John  Glick,  Sr.  will  written  in  1805  seems 
to  indicate  that  Catharine  was  at  that  time 

deceased  and  her  children  were  to  inherit  their 

respective  shares  of  their  Mother  s  legacy. 
Later  settlement  records  verify  this  division 
and  thus  give  some  record  of  Catharine's 
children  and  their  connections.  Her  daughter, 
Susannah  Landes,  became  the  second  wife  of 
John  Neff  after  the  death  of  his  first  wife, 
Elizabeth  Glick,  who  was  her  first  cousin. 
It  appears  from  the  will  that  John  Glick,  or. 
held  a  mortgage  on  the  farm  of  Christian 
Landes  which  complicated  the  settlement. 
(See  Chart  I,  Page  24). 


The  personal  property  tax  records  fm 
three  years,  1782  to  1784,  give  the  name  of 
Lewis  Glick  with  personal  property  including 
horses  and  cattle.  No  land,  however,  was 
listed  in  his  name.  It  would  appear  that  he 
was  a  young  married  man  operating  a  farm 
with  considerable  property,  but  his  name  does 
not  appear  after  1784.  It  seems  very  probata^, 
that  he  was  a  son  of  John  Glick,  Sr.  who  died 
at  that  time  or  moved  on  toward  the  Vest. 
Since  there  appears  to  be  no  settlement  re¬ 
cords  for  his  property,  the  latter  seems  more 
probable.  There  is  no  mention  of  him  in  the 

will  of  1805. 

The  personal  property  and  land  tax.  re¬ 
cords  both  clearly  indicate  a  son  Christian 
Glick,  who  in  1782  had  188  acres  of  land  on 
which  his  father  seemed  to  pay  the  taxes.  In 
1803  both  the  land  and  personal  property  tax 
records  for  him  cease,  and  a  deed  shows  the 
sale  of  his  land  at  that  time.  The  writer  has 
found  no  trace  of  him  after  that  date.  aLhougn 
the  will  of  1805  shows  that  he  was  still  living, 
but  had  previously  received  his  full  inheritance 


prior  to  that  time.  His  movements  from  that  ary  evidence  is  only  fragmentary.  It  appears 
date  are  at  present  unknown.  He  is  said  to  that  the  three  sons  moved  fairly  early  to 
have  married  Elizabeth  Miller  and  is  said  to  Clarke  County,  Ohio.  It  is  hoped  that  further 
have  had  seven  children,  at  least  three  sons  trace  of  Christian  and  his  family  may  later  be 
andperhaps  several  daughters,  but  document-  found.  (See  Chart  I,  Page  24.) 
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John  Glick,  Jr’s  home  purchased  about  1810  about  two  miles  south  of  New  Market,  Shenandoah  County 
Virginia.

The  other  son  of  John  Glick,  Sr.,  was  John 
Glick,  Jr.,  whose  name  is  also  given  in  the 
civil  records  as  John  Click,  Jr.,  and  his  will 
is  recorded  as  John  Kliick.  He  is  the  second 
progenitor  or  ancestor  in  America  of  most  of 
the  Glicks  of  the  Shenandoah  Valley  and  many 
scattered  across  the  country  to  the  far  West. 
Hev/asborn,  probably  in  Germany,  December 
29,  1754.  He  married  April  20, 1773,  Elizabeth 
Bauserman  who  was  born  November  23,  1758. 
Not  much  is  known  of  him  until  tax  records, 
which  begin  in  1782,  show  him  owning  a  farm 


of  85  acres  near  his  father.  He  doubtless 
prospered  in  his  business  activities  for  by 
1806  his  acreage  had  increased  to  792  by 
various  additions.  At  this  time  he  began  to 
make  land  transfers  and  by  1810  he  had  pur¬ 
chased  769  acres  on  Smith's  Creek  near  the 
Massanutten  Mountain  about  two  miles  south 
of  New  Market  on  a  road  for  many  years  known 
as  Click's  Lane.  This  tract  was  also  in 
Shenandoah  County  but  near  the  Rockingham 
Border.  Here  he  completed  the  rearing  of  his 
family  although  it  appears  that  two  of  his 
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older  children  had  married  prior  to  leaving 
the  first  homestead.  Here  John  Glick,  Jr.  and 
his  wife  lived  until  his  death  in  1822.  He  is 
buried  on  the  hill  north  of  his  residence  in  tne 
Family  Cemetery,  and  a  recent  granite  stone, 
replacing  the  original  one  which  was  broken, 
marks  the  spot.  This  is  the  oldest  known 
burial  place  of  this  Glick  Family  in  the 
Shenandoah  Valley.  He  was  settling  his  father's 
estate  from  1814  to  1821  and  his  own  will  was 
probated  March  12,  1822.  (Book  I,  Page  444 
Woodstock,  Virginia).  His  will  was  carefully 
written  in  his  own  hand  and  in  unusual  detail.  It 
is  unfortunate  that  a  double  page  of  it  is  lost 
from  the  records.  Reference  is  frequently 
made  to  John  Glick,  Jr.,  as  Elder  John  Glick 
because  he  was  a  prominent  Minister  and 
Elder  in  the  old  German  Baptist  (Brethren) 
Church.  Reference  is  made  to  him  in  the 
historical-  documents  and  records  of  the 
Brethren  Church  as  Elder  John  Glick,  Click, 
andKliick.  He  served  the  church  in  some  of  its 
highest  as  s  e  mbl  i  e  s  ,  and  in  recording  his 
marriages  with  the  civil  authorities,  he  states: 
"I  hereby  certify  that  I  published  the  banns  of 
matrimony  between _  and _  agree¬ 

able  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  German 
Baptist  Church,  commonly  called  the  Dunkard 

Church  prior  to _ "  -  the  wedding  date. 

Signed  in  German  script. 

Taken  from  the  microfilms  in  the  Virginia 
State  Library  in  Richmond,  Virginia. 

His  faithful  wife,  Elizabeth  Bauserman 
Glick,  survived  him  by  thirty  years  and  lived 
on  the  old  homestead  with  her  son  Joseph  until 
her  death  in  1852  and  is  buried  in  the  family 
plot  on  the  hill.  Some  very  interesting  stories 
still  prevail  concerning  this  first  definitely 
known  mother  of  the  Glicks.  It  is  said  when 
she  was  inher  eighties  she  would  spring  from 
the  ground  into  the  saddle  of  her  pony  when 
the  community  doctor  called  for  her  assistance 
at  the  births  of  the  babies  of  this  area.  It  is 
thought  she  was  the  daughter  of  Siegmund 
Basserman  of  Pennsylvania,  believed  to  have 
come  to  the  Shenandoah  Valley  of  Virginia  in 
his  latter  years.  Her  ancestry  is  not  at  this 
time  definitely  known.

The  Children  of  John  Glick,  Jr. 
and  Elizabeth  Bauserman 

Here  we  are  indebted  to  Forest  Glick  of 
Glasgow,  Montana,  present  owner  of  the  old 
Glick  Bible,  for  supplying  the  birthdates  of 
these  children,  some  of  which  were  not  other¬ 
wise  known.  All  of  these  children  were  born 
at  the  old  homestead  of  John  Glick,  Jr.  about 
six  miles  west  of  Mt.  Jackson. 

The  oldest  child,  Barbara  Glick,  was  born 
October  13,  1779.  Records  indicate  that  she 
married  George  Weaver.  No  further  trace 
of  the  family  has  been  found  to  date.  Some 
believe  they  settled  in  the  West.  This  Geoige 
Weaver  seems  to  have  been  the  son  of  George 
Weaver  whose  will  was  probated  in  Shenandoah 
County  in  1815. 

Elizabeth  Glick  was  born  December  13, 
1781,  and  died  December  4,  1834.  She  married 
John  Neff  born  December  27,  177  6,  and  died 
January  19,  1852.  The  marriage  was  April  20, 
1804,  according  to  the  record  of  her  father, 
John  Glick,  Jr.,  who  married  her.  After  her

death  John  Neff  married  Elizabeth’s  first 
cousin,  Susannah  Landes,  foi’  his  second  wife. 
There  were  thirteen  children  by  the  first 
marriage  and  three  by  the  second.  These  de¬ 
scendants  would  fill  a  genealogical  volume  and 
it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  written.  It  has  been 
an  illustrious  family  with  doctors,  ministers, 


and  other  professional  people.  Two  outstanding 
contemporaries  of  this  family  are  Dr.  John 
W.  Wayland,  eminent  Historian,  and  Dr.  Paul 
Neff  Garber,  Bishop  of  the  Methodist  Church. 
(See  Chart  III,  Page  _28__. )  Elizabeth’s  hus¬ 
band  was  one  of  the  executors  of  her  father's 
estate  and  died  a  few  years  before  it  was  com¬ 
pletely  settled.

John  Glick  III,  the  first  son,  was  born 
December  14,  1783  at  7:00  a.m.  according  to 
the  Bible  record,  and  died  November  29,  1851. 
He  married  Anna  Harshbarger,  born  April  23, 
1792,  and  died  August  8,  1850.  The  marriage 
was  solemnized  by  his  father  who  records  it 
as  January  12,  1811.  Some  have  thought  she 
was  John's  second  wife,  but  there  seems  to  be 
no  evidence  of  it.  They  raised  a  large  family 
of  children  and  there  are  many  descendants 
that  would  fill  a  large  volume.  John  and  Anna 
settled  in  Rockingham  County,  Virginia,  in 


1812.  Their  farm  was  on  Mossy  Creek  about 
three  miles  west  of  Bridgewater  and  here  they 
reared  their  family.  They  belonged  to  the 
Church  of  the  Brethren  and  brought  up  their 
family  in  that  faith.  John  was  one  of  the 
executors  of  his  father' s  estate  but  died  shortly 
before  the  settlement  was  completed.  They 
are  both  buried  in  the  family  cemetery  on  their 
plantation  a  short  distance  west  of  the  house. 
It  appears  that  this  branch  of  the  family  have 
always  spelled  the  name  "Click".  (See  Chart 
IV,  Page  34  .) 
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Original  home  of  Daniel  Click  and  Mary  Wampler,  built  by  him  in  1826  on  his  part  of  the  ole ‘Homestead 
nea?  NewMarket  in  Shenandoah  County,  Virginia.  Many  German  Baptist  services  were  held  here  and 
dropping  partitions  or  walls  with  highly  designed  hinges  may  still  be  seen  here. 


The  next  child,  Daniel  Glick,  was  born 
May  31,  1787  and  died  March  9,  1856.  He  was 
one  of  three  executors  of  his  father's  estate, 
and  the  only  one  to  survive  the  final  settlement 
on  August  11,  1853.  Daniel  was  married 
October  ,  1813  to  Mary  Wampler  born 
October  27,  1793,  and  died  August  18,  1878. 
She-  was  the  daughter  of  Elder  John  Wampler 
I,  who  came  to  Virginia  from  Beaver  Dam, 
Maryland.  (See  John  Wampler  Family,  Pages 
3  to  7.)  They  reared  a  family  of  seven  child¬ 
ren  and  their  many  descendants  to  the  present 
would  fill  a  volume.  Daniel  was  a  leader  in 
the  Church  of  the  Brethren  and  many  of  his 
descendants  have  been  influential  ministers 
in  that  church.  They  went  to  housekeeping  on 
his  father's  farm  near  New  Market  which  was 
divided  between  him  and  his  brother  Joseph  in 
1828,  about  six  years  following  their  father's 


death.  It  is  said,  that  he  built  the  big  brick 
house  on  the  farm  near  the  original  dwellings 
in  1826.  Here  their  children  were  born  and 
when  the  youngest  was  about  nine  years  old 
the  family  moved  to  Weyers  Cave,  Augusta 
County,  Virginia,  about  1840.  Here  they  built 
a  new  and  attractive  brick  home  which  stands 
today.  Daniel  is  said  to  have  been  a  Deacon 
in  the  Brethren  Church,  and  his  family  and  his 
descendants  have  been  prominent  among  the 
members  of  the  Pleasant  Valley  Congregation 
of  the  Church  of  the  Brethren.  He  gave  the 
land  and  helped  to  establish  this  church. 
Some  branches  of  this  family  spell  the  name 
"Glick"  while  others  spell  it  "Click".  Daniel 
and  Mary  lie  buried  with  a  number  of  their 
descendants  in  a  small  family  cemetery  just 
west  of  the  old  home  by  the  road  leading  to 
Mt.  Sidney.  (See  Chart  V  Page  37  .) 
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Said  to  be  the  Daniel  Click  Homestead  in  Weyers  Cave,  Augusta  County,  Virginia  where  he  moved 
about  1840.  He  may  have  built  this  for  his  daughter  Rebecca,  Mrs.  Frederick  K.  Cline.

The  third  son,  Joel  Glick,  was  born  Octo¬ 
ber  7,  1789.  He  must  have  been  about  twenty- 
one  years  of  age  when  his  parents  moved  to 
New  Market.  He  was  married  the  following 
year  by  his  father  who  records  the  marriage 
as  September  29,  1811.  His  wife’s  name  ap¬ 
pears  to  be  Catharine  Testor  or  Teater  al¬ 
though  the  surname  is  not  clear  in  the  records. 
The  tax  records  show  that  he  bought  land  in 
Shenandoah  County,  Virginia,  in  the  amount  of 
164  acres  in  1816  which  he  retained  until 
1823  when  it  disappears  from  the  tax  records. 
This  seems  to  be  the  date,  just  following  his 
father’s  death,  that  he  moved  to  Clarke  County, 
Ohio,  according  to  tradition.  It  is  hoped  that 
some  historian  will  trace  this  family  fuither 
in  the  future. 

Catharine  (Katharina)  Glick,  the  third 
daughter,  was  born  April  7,  li92,  according  to 
the  Bible  record,  and  died  October  10,  183  6. 
Tradition  says  she  died  at  the  birth  of  her 
youngest  son,  but  dates  have  a  slight  dis¬ 
crepancy.  On  April  14,.  1818,  she  was  married 
to  Michael  Wine  II  by  Elder  Benjamin  Bowman 


according  to  his  marriage  records.  Michael 
Wine  II  was  the  son  of  Michael  Wine  I  and 
grandson  of  Johann  Georg  W  ein  from  Germany . 
He  was  born  March  2,  1790,  and  died  April  23, 
1876.  ("The  Wine  Family  in  America",  Pages 
12  and  16.)  Eight  children  were  born  to  this 
union..  They  lived  on  the  old  Michael  Wine  1 
Homestead  near  Forestville,  Shenandoah 
County,  Virginia.  They  belonged  to  the  Church 
of  the  Brethren  in  the  Flat  Rock  Congregation 
and  reared  their  children  in  that  faith.  Catha¬ 
rine,  having  died  younger,  is  buried  in  the 
Myers  Grave  Yard  near  Forestville.  Michael 
is  buried  with  his  second  wife,  Barbara  Neff 
Whitmire,  in  the  Flat  Rock  Church  Cemetery. 

(See  Chart  VI,  Page  40  •) 

The  last  daughter  was  Magdalene  Glick 
born  November  21,  1794.  She  married  Joseph 
Good,  which  was  spelled  "Guth"  in  the  will. 
No  trace  of  this  family  has  been  found  and  it 
is  believed  they  moved  to  the  West  around 
1830.  More  research  may  reveal  the  family 
record. 
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The  Abraham  Glick  Homestead  on  Dry  River  near  Montezuma,  Rockingham  County,  Virginia.  This 
attractive  home  early  replaced  the  original  log  structure  where  he  settled  with  his  bride  about  1818. 
Here  he  lived  until  near  the  end  of  his  life  when  he  moved  into  the  Village  of  Montezuma. 


Abraham  Glick,  the  eighth  child,  was  born 
in  the  vicinity  of  Hudson's  Crossroads,  Shenan¬ 
doah  County,  Virginia,  March  28,  1797,  be- 
tween  2:00  and  3:00  a.  m.  according  to  the 
Bible  record.  His  grave  stone  gives  the  same 
date.  This  is  the  ancestral  line  of  Section  III 
of  this  book  and  includes  many  other  descend¬ 
ants  sufficient  to  fill  a  large  volume  if  traced 
to  the  present.  It  is  hoped  that  such  a  volume 
may  be  completed  soon.  It  appears  from  the 
tax  records  that  Abraham's  father  was  still 
living  on  the  original  eighty-five  acre  tract 
west  of  Mt.  Jackson  at  the  time  of  his  birth, 
and  did  not  purchase  and  move  to  the  Old  Glick 
Homestead  at  New  Market  until  about  1810 
when  Abraham  was  about  thirteen  years  of 
age.  Here  young  Abe  grew  to  manhood  on  his 
father's  large  farm,  but  must  have  left  there 
by  the  time  he  was  of  age,  as  his  name  never 
appeared  in  the  personal  property  tax  records 
of  Shenandoah  County.  In  1819  when  he  was 
about  twenty-two  years  of  age,  his  name  first 
appeared  in  the  personal  property  tax  records 
of  Rockingham  County,  the  same  year  his  first 


child  was  born.  It  is  reported  that  he  settled 
for  a  year  or  two  on  Mossy  Creek  near  his 
brother,  John,  who  had  preceded  him  to  Rock¬ 
ingham  by  about  seven  years,  but  very  soon 
he  settled  at  the  Old  Glick  Homestead  between 
Hollen’s  Mill  and  Montezuma,  about  two  and  a 
half  miles  north  of  Bridgewater.  Here  he 
spent  the  remainder  of  his  life  engaged  in 
farming  activities.  He  prospered  greatly  as 
the  tax  records  show,  and  built  the  attractive 
brick  house  on  the  estate,  v/hich  still  stands 
in  excellent  condition  today,  and  is  owned  by 
William  D.  Evers.  It  must  have  been  in  1818 
when  he  was  about  twenty-one,  that  he  married 
Elizabeth  Garber  and  brought  his  bride  here 
to  live,  probably  settling  first  in  the  old  log 
house.  Here  they  rearedtheir  family  of  seven 
children  and  developed  the  beautiful  farm  on 
the  bottoms  of  Dry  River.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  Church  of  the  Brethren  apparently  from 
young  manhood,  and  was  a  faithful  member  of 
the  Beaver  Creek  Church  throughout  his  life. 
His  descendants  across  the  years  have  been 
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predominantly  adherents  to  the  Brethren  faith, 
and  many  ministers  and  church  leaders  have 
come  from  this  line  of  descent.  The  last  few 
years  of  his  life  he  resided  in  the  nearby 
village  of  Montezuma  and  it  was  here  he  died 
February  20,  1870,  and  is  buried  in  the  Beaver 
Creek  Cemetery.  This  family  changed  the 
name  from  "Click”  to  "Glick"  in  the  civil  re¬ 
cords  in  1852  and  since  that  time  the  "G"  has 
been  continuously  used.  (See  Chart  VII,  Page 
44  .) 

Elizabeth  Garber  was  born  April  20,  1799. 
She  was  the  daughter  of  Samuel  Garber  and 
Catherine  Diehl  who  bought  a  farm  on  Cooks 
Creek  in  Rockingham  County,  Virginia,  about 
1806.  It  is  not  definitely  known  at  this  time 
where  Elizabeth  was  born  nor  from  whence 
her  family  came.  It  is  believed,  however, 
that  she  was  born  near  Beaver  Dam,  Frederick 
County,  Maryland,  and  that  her  grandfather 
was  also  Samuel  Garber  of  the  same  place. 
Her  grandfather,  Samuel,  was  thought  to  have 
been  a  brother  of  Elder  John  H.  Garber  and 
that  they  were  sons  of  Michael  Garber  the 
first  immigrant  from  Switzerland  to  York 
County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1734.  Elizabeth 
was  a  sister  of  Joel  Garber  who  married  Mary 
Click,  and  Mary  Garber  who  married  Samuel 
Click.  Samuel  and  Mary  are  thought  to  have 
been  brother  and  sister,  and  children  of 
Christian  Click  of  John,  Sr.  (See  Chart  I, 
Page  24  .)  Elizabeth  was  probably  about 
age  nineteen  when  she  married  and  settled  at 
the  Glick  Homestead.  She  was  a  member  of 
the  Church  of  the  Brethren  and  belonged  to  the 
BeaverCreek  Church.  Her  Garber  ancestors 
had  probably  been  Brethren  people  from  the 
time  they  left  Switzerland,  and  were  among 
the  first  to  introduce  that  religious  faith  into 
the  Shenandoah  Valley.  Elizabeth  died  at  her 
home  near  Montezuma  September  19,  1857,  in 
her  59th  year,  and  is  buried  in  the  Beaver 
Creek  Church  Cemetery.  The  graves  of  these 
two  Glick  ancestors  are  marked  by  legible 
stones  and  to  those  who  can  hear  their  silent 
message,  they  attest  the  nobel  deeds  of  those 
honest  forebearers. 
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Abraham  Glick  and  Elizabeth  Garber

The  ninth  and  last  child  of  the  family  was 
Joseph  Glick,  born  August  27,  1799,  between 
6:00  and  7:00  a.m.  according  to  the  Bible 
record.  He  died  August  14,  1863.  He  was 
about  eleven  years  old  when  the  family  moved 
to  New  Market.  He  married  May  18,  1819, 
Susie  Wampler,  born  December  15,  1798,  and 
died  August  11,  1878.  She  was  a  sister  to 
Daniel  Glick’ s  wife,  Mary  Wampler.  They 
went  to  housekeeping  at  the  Old  Glick  Home¬ 
stead  near  New  Market  about  thiee  years  b^ 
fore  his  father’s  death.  His  mother  probably 
lived  with  them  mainly  until  her  death  in  1852. 
Joseph  and  Daniel  divided  the  land  of  the  old 
plantation  between  them  about  1827  and  here 
they  lived  closely  together  as  brothers  and 
their  wives  as  sisters  for  twenty  years  until 
Daniel  moved  to  Augusta  County  in  1840.  In 
twelve  more  years  the  venerable  mother  had 
died  and  some  of  their  children  vere  mo\ing 
West.  Five  years  later  in  1857  the  entire 
family  caught  the  pioneering  spirit  and  moved 
to  the  frontier  and  settled  near  Mound  City, 
Holt  County,  Missouri.  All  the  ten  children 
were  born  at  the  Old  Homestead,  but  all  moved 


to  the  West  except  the  oldest  daughter,  Mag¬ 
dalene,  who  married  Daniel  Miller  III,  and  the 
daughter  who  died  young.  The  youngest  son, 
Joel  Glick,  was  about  eight  years  old  when  the 
family  made  the  long  and  tiresome  journey  by 
cove  red  wagon.  This  was  a  true  Church  of  the 
Brethren  family  and  it  is  said  that  Joseph 
himself  was  a  Deacon  in  the  church.  It  is 
reported  that  soon  after  his  arrival  in  Missouri 
he  sent  for  the  Elders  of  the  Church  in  Iowa 
to  come  and  help  organize  the  church  near  his 
home.  This  is  said  to  have  been  one  of  the 
very  first  Brethren  Churches  in  Missouri. 
This  family  has  supplied  many  outstanding 
church  leaders  and  ministers  to  the  Church 
of  the  Brethren  throughout  the  far  West. 
Joseph  and  Susie  are  buried  at  South  Bethel 
Cemetery,  Mound  City,  Missouri.  About 
1850  this  family  changed  the  name  to  "Glick” 
which  has  prevailed  since  that  time.  It  is 
fortunate  that  the  genealogy  and  history  of  this 
branch  of  the  family  is  now  being  written  by 
Mrs.  William  Irvine  of  Milwaukie,  Oregon, 
and  we  urge  the  whole  family  to  support  this 
worthy  project. 
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Said  to  be  the  first  home  of  Joel  Glick  and  his  wife  Elizabeth  Miller  where  they  began  residence  about 
1846,  and  sold  during  the  Civil  War.  Near  Montezuma,  Rockingham  County,  Virginia. 


The  Connecting  Link  to  Section  III 

Joel  Glick,  son  of  Abraham  Glick  and 
Elizabeth  Garber,  was  born  February  27,  1821, 
near  Montezuma  about  two  miles  north  of 
Bridgewater,  Rockingham  County,  Virginia, 
on  the  farm  where  his  father  had  settled  about 
1819.  Here  he  lived  in  this  immediate  vicinity 
engaging  in  farming  activities,  probably 
closely  related.with his  father  until  1846  when 
the  personal  property  tax  records  for  Rocking¬ 
ham  County  first  show  that  he  had  separate  pro¬ 
perty.  This  year  he  paid  taxes  on  two  horses 
and  one  clock.  His  subsequent  tax  records 
indicate  continuous  prosperity  until  in  1859 
he  paid  taxes  on  twelve  horses  and  other  pro¬ 
perty  in  proportion.  It  is  reported  that  about 
the  close  of  the  War  Between  the  States  he 
sold  this  farm,  closely  adjoining  his  father, 
for  Confederate  currency,  and  not  buying 
new  property  immediately  lost  much  of  his 
wealth.  In  1874  he  moved  from  this  immediate 
community  to  about  three  miles  farther  north 
.on  Dry  River  Road  where  he  purchased  a  farm 
near  his  Uncle  Joel  Garber,  and  there  lived 


the  remainder  of  his  life.  This  is  the  same 
farm  where  his  youngest  son,  Elder  Jacob 
D.  Glick,  also  resided  until  his  death  in  1952, 
and  is  now  owned  by  his  son,  Elder  Simon  D. 
Glick.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Church  of  the 
Brethren  in  the  Beaver  Creek  Congregation 
and  most  of  his  children  and  grandchildren 
belonged  to  the  same  denomination.  On  March 
13,  1845,  he  married  Elizabeth  Miller  who  was 
a  faithful  companion  and  survived  him  25 
years.  During  the  last  year  of  his  life  he  was 
in  declining  health,  following  over-exertion 
while  fighting  a  forest  fire.  He  died  at  his 
home  October  1,  1880,  and  is  buried  in  the 
Beaver  Creek  Church  Cemetery. 

Elizabeth  Miller,  known  affectionately  by 
her  many  friends  and  relatives  as  "Betsy”, 
was  born  December  5,  1819,  on  her  father  s 
farm  about  a  half  mile  east  of  the  Beaver 
Creek  Church  and  about  four  miles  west  of 
Bridgewater.  She  was  the  sixth  child  of  a 
family  of  sixteen  children  and  grew  to  woman¬ 
hood  in  this  rural  community,  acquainted  with 
all  the  rigors  of  farm  life.  At  an  early  age 
she  joined  the  Church  of  the  Brethren  at  the 
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Beaver  Creek  Church  and  gave  a  long  life  of 
devotion  and  service  to  its  lofty  Christian 
principles.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Joseph 
Miller  born  March  23,  1787,  and  died  Novem¬ 
ber  29,  1851,  and  his  wife  Elizabeth  Thomas 
born  July  10,  1792,  and  died  November  21, 
1849.  Joseph  Miller  was  one  of  the  very 
earliest  ministers  in  the  Beaver  Creek 
Church.  Her  paternal  grandparents  were 
Daniel  Miller  I  of  1752  and  Anna  Garber, 
daughterof  Elder  John  H.  Garber.  Her  mater¬ 
nal  grandparents  for  a  number  of  years  were 


thought  to  have  been  Peter  Thomas  and  Regina 
Zigler  of  Pennsylvania,  but  since  their  marri¬ 
age  date  is  now  known  to  ibe  March  14,  1797, 
this  could  not  be.  She  was  probably  the  sister 
of  this  Peter  Thomas' father.  She  was  devoted 
to  her  family  and  after  her  husband's  death, 
she  lived  with  her  son,  Elder  Jacob  D.  Click, 
to  the  end  of  her  life.  She  died  at  the  Home¬ 
stead  on  July  1,  1905,  about  the  middle  of  her 
86th  year,  and  is  buried  in  the  Beaver  Creek 
Church  Cemetery.

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Joseph  M.  Glick  -  Birth  to  Early  Manhood 


Joseph  M.  Glick  was  born  March  13,  1847, 
near  the  village  of  Montezuma  about  two 
miles  north  of  Bridgewater,  Rockingham 
County,  Virginia.  He  was  usually  called 
’’Joe”  by  his  many  friends  and  relatives,  be¬ 
ing  first  named  only  Joseph,  but  later  he 
added  the  "M"  to  his  name  to  distinguish 
him  from  another  by  the  same  name  and  post 
office  address.  It  is  not  known  definitely 
whether  he  was  born  in  the  original  log 
house,  long  since  torn  away,  or  whether  he 
was  born  on  the  adjoining  farm  across  the 
Dry  River  which  his  father  Joel  purchased 
about  1848.  Dates  would  in  d  i  c  at  e  that  he 
was  born  on  the  plantation  site  where  his 
Grandfather  Abraham  first  settled  on  the 
level  bottoms  of  the  river,  and  in  the  log 
house  which  housed  the  Glick  family  before 
the  present  brick  house  was  built.  Often  he 
described  the  drudgery  required  to  pick  the 
river  rocks  so  numerous  in  the  bottoms  and 
stated  that  he  always  thought  the  adjoining 
uplands  were  better.  It  is  regretted  that 
many  of  his  childhood  experiences  on  these 
farms  with  which  he  entertained  his  sons 
have  faded  from  memory  too  dimly  to  re¬ 
peat.  In  this  community  he  grew  to  man¬ 
hood  engr  os  s  ed  in  all  the  rigorous  farm 
duties  of  that  period  when  the  farm  home 
was  still'  the  center  of  industry,  education 
and  religious  instruction.  These  were  still 
days  when  the  farm  family  raised  its  food 
and  many  other  n  e  c  e  s  s  it  i  e  s  or  suffered 
privation  and  want  as  a  result.  His  formal 
education  was  limited  to  a  few  months  each 
year  in  the  public  schools  of  this  area. 


The  Civil  War  and  Its  Results 


He  was  in  his  early  teens  when  the  tragic 
war  broke  out  with  all  its  attendant  evils 
and  tragedies.  These  beautiful  Shenandoah 
Valley  farms  suffered  from  the  Valley  Cam¬ 
paigns  and  the  family  food  supplies  were  often 
reduced  to  the  mere  necessities.  He  was  by 
location  an  eye  witness  to  some  of  its  trage¬ 
dies,  and  had  plenty  of  time  to  think  while  he 
was  growing  older,  facing  the  day  when  his 
call  would  come  for  military  service  with  the 
military  power  of  the  South  rapidly  declining. 
It  must  have  been  in  the  summer  of  1865  as 
he  went  into  his  seventeenth  year  that  he,  on 
the  advice  of  his  friends,  relatives  and 


church  1  e  a  d  e  r  s  ,  decided  with  many  other 
youths  of  his  age  and  community  to  refugee  to 
the  West.  It  must  have  taken  months  of 
solemn  thought  to  make  up  his  mind  to  make 
the  long  and  treacherous  journey  to  Ohio  on 
foot  and  undercover  of  darkness  much  of  the 
way.  Often  in  reminiscing  to  his  children  he 
would  recall  that  the  church  of  his  ancestors 
for  perhaps  five  or  six  generations  had  stood 
firmly  against  going  to  war,  and  although  he 
probably  was  not  yet  a  member  of  the  Ger¬ 
man  Baptist  Church  at  that  time,  it  had  made 
its  indelible  impressions.  Although  he  felt 
a  great  loyalty  to  the  South  and  must  have  re¬ 
sented  deeply  the  injustices  imposed  upon 
it,  his  ancestors  had  never  owned  slaves  and 
had  openly  opposed  the  institution  of  slavery 
as  basically  wrong  and  this  deepened  his 
mental  conflict.  Finally  when  seventeen  or 
early  eighteen,  with  the  cause  of  the  Con¬ 
federacy  obviously  lost,  and  with  no  more 
money  left  to  hire  a  substitute  as  was  once 
permitted,  and  pacifist  ideals  of  his  church 
and  family  luring  him  on,  he  set  forthwith 
a  number  of  friends  on  the  perilous  journey 
with  no  money,  few  clothes,  and  only  his 
grandfather's  watch  to  pawn  when  he  could. 
He  struggled  on  through  the  mountains  to¬ 
ward  Ohio  moving  as  best  he  could  by  night 
and  resting  under  cover  by  day.  It  was  a 
hard  decision  and  a  hard  road  but  Provi¬ 
dence  preserved  his  life  and  blessed  him 
with  posterity.  He  often  reflected  that  while 
some  told  him  it  was  the  wisest  decision  he 
ever  made,  others  called  him  a  traitor,  but 
he  was  content  to  rest  the  final  verdict  with 
his  Maker. 

Ohio 


With  the  p  e  r  il  o  u  s  journey  ended  and  his 
destination  reached,  how  would  he  survive 
and  make  a  living  ?  The  Northern  people 
were  also  financially  drained  and  work  was 
scarce.  He  finally  found  a  farmer  who  gave 
him  a  home  for  board,  lodging  and  clothing 
and  perhaps  a  minimum  of  cash  and  here  he 
worked  for  perhaps  two  years.  He  recalled 
hauling  wood  from  the  farm  to  the  city  in 
severe  winter  weather  with  a  four-horse 
team,  and  other  farm  experiences.  Here  it 
appears  he  remained  for  approximately  two 
years  and  when  about  twenty  years  of  age 
he  returned  to  his  home  in  Virginia.  Here 
on  his  father's  or  grandfather's  farm  he  re¬ 
sumed  work  helping  to  recover  from  the 
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shock  of  the  war  just  ended  and  salvage  such 
farm  resources  that  yet  remained.  It  is 
reported  his  father  sold  his  farm  about  the 
close  of  the  war  for  Confederate  currency, 
and  not  at  once  in  vesting  his  resources 
again,  lost  much  of  his  wealth. 


Missouri  and  the  Frontier 


With  the  home  folks  in  confortable  circum¬ 
stances  again,  it  appears  Joseph  once  more 
sets  his  face  to  the  West.  The  pioneering 
spirit  of  many  of  his  cousins  seemed  to  catch 
his  imagination  and  about  1869  or  1870  he 
went  to  Missouri  which  was  being  rapidly 
settled  at  that  time.  He  often  related  to  his 
children  some  of  these  frontier  experiences. 
It  appears  that  he  journeyed  westward  through 
Tennessee  to  Memphis  and  then  took  the  boat 
to  St.  Joseph,  Missouri,  where  he  worked  a 
while.  He  referred  to  this  city  as  "St.  Joe". 
It  seems  that  from  here  he  visited  his  cousins 
around  Mound  City,  who  had  moved  from 
Virginia  in  1857  and  then  pressed  farther  into 
western  Missouri  and  on  to  the  Nebraska 
frontier.  Here  he  worked  for  about  a  year 
or  two,  learned  the  blacksmith  trade,  and 
became  a  very  skilled  artisan  in  that  type  of 
metal  work.  Here  around  the  fall  of  1871  he 
made  plans  to  take  up  government  land  to  de¬ 
velop  for  agricultural  purposes  and  a  home 
site,  and  returned  home  to  marry. 


Back  to  Virginia 


On  February  25,  1872,  he  was  married  to 
Dianna  Margaret  Miller  with  plans  to  return 
shortly  to  Missouri  to  make  his  home . 
Tradition  says  they  were  married  by  Elder 
Jacob  Thomas  of  the  Beaver  Creek  Congre¬ 
gation.  At  this  time,  however,  his  father-in- 
law,  John  M.  Miller,  was  in  declining  health 
and. the  journey  to  Missouri  to  make  their 
home  was  delayed.  He  now  tookup  residence 
in  Bridgewater,  Virginia,  and  became  black¬ 
smith  and  mechanic  for  the  Bridgewater  Mill¬ 
ing  Company,  in  a  small  house  near  the  old 
blanket  factory.  As  his  family  grew  to  five 
small  children,  the  hazardous  journey  to 
Missouri  became  less  inviting,  and  on  Sep¬ 
tember  1,  1880  he  purchased  the  Old  Home¬ 
stead  from  Dave  Bear,  one  mile  south  of 
Centerville,  Augusta  County,  Virginia,  and 


moved  there  with  his  family  in  September 
1880. 


A  Virginia  Farmer 


This  old  farm  originally  numbered  about 
112  acres  of  barren  hills,  ditches,  stones, 
briars,  woods,  and  a  few  acres  of  fertile 
arable  land.  Here  he  s  t  a  r  t  e  d  from  this 
discouraging  prospect  with  faith  in  himself, 
his  family,  and  the  soil,  to  convert  a  wilder¬ 
ness  into  a  beautiful  landscape.  Stones  and 
logs  were  rolled  into  ditches,  briars  were 
uprooted,  and  in  spite  of  the  hard  winter 
which  followed,  the  transformation  process 
was  begun.  Timber  was  cut  and  sawed  on 
the  farm  to  build  a  new  part  to  the  old  log 
house  and  some  of  the  old  was  torn  away.  A 
new  set  of  out-buildings  developed  in  due 
time  and  a  new  bank  barn  was  built.  Much  of 
the  work  was  done  with  his  own  hands.  About 
six  acres  of  woodland  were  sold  to  his  neigh¬ 
bor  Daniel  H.  Huffman  in  order  to  get  enough 
cash  to  buy  a  new  more  direct  right-of-way 
to  the  public  road  called  the  Old  Ridge  Road. 
About  twenty-five  years  later  his  cousin,  Eld. 
Hiram  G.  Miller,  said  to  a  son,  when  on  a 
visit  he  had  looked  over  the  farm,  "Well,  it 
takes  God  to  make  a  world  but  it  takes  Joe 
Glick  to  make  a  farm."  He  was  a  good 
manager  and  a  scientific  farmer,  and  through 
the  years  he  developed  a  good  farm  from 
eroded  hillsides.  He  was  first  in  a  wide  area 
to  produce  alfalfa  and  employ  strip  farming 
to  avoid  erosion.  As  time  went  by  he  reduced 
his  blacks mithing  to  mainly  the  work  of  his 
own  farm,  after  he  had  taught  the  trade 
to  several  young  men  in  the  community,  and 
the  cash  income  was  not  as  sorely  needed. 
In  this  shop  on  the  farm  he  made  many 
household  and  farm  gadgets;  and  developed 
two  devices  on  which  he  had  United  States 
Government  patents,  a  sash  balance  for 
windows  and  a  harrow  lever  to  regulate  a 
spring  tooth  harrow  on  a  hillside.  In  the 
latter  he  was  coinventor  with  his  son, 
William.  In  connection  with  the  business  re¬ 
sulting  from  his  first  patent,  he  made  another 
trip  to  the  West.  Here  on  this  farm,  now 
owned  and  operated  by  his  grandson,  Dr. 
Galen  G.  Craun,  of  Harrisonburg,  he  reared 
his  family  of  ten  children  and  here  resided 
the  remainder  of  his  long  and  useful  life  ex¬ 
cept  for  aperiod  of  one  year  about  1892  when 
he  operated  and  lived  on  the  Saufley  Farm 
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nearby  thus  expanding  his  farming  activities. 
Church,  Community,  and  Civic  Life 


He  joined  the  Church  of  the  Brethern  after 
he  had  reached  manhood,  about  age  30,  but  for 
the  remainder  of  his  life  he  served  it  faith¬ 
fully  and  well  as  Deacon  for  nearly  fifty 
years  and  as  Sunday  School  superintendent 
and  teacher  for  a  similar  period  and  twice 
represented  his  Church,  the  Summit,  at  the 
Annual  Conferences.  He  was  one  of  the 
pioneer  workers  in  the  Summit  Church  of  the 
Brethren,  having  joined  about  six  years  after 
it  was  founded  in  1874  and  served  it  as 
trustee  and  in  many  business  relationships. 
He  was  scrupulously  honest  in  business  and 
no  man  can  say  of  him  that  he  needed 
food,  shelter,  or  any  favor  and  was  ever 
turned  away.  On  one  occasion  when  selling 
peaches  to  a  neighbor  from  one  of  his  pro¬ 


ductive  orchards,  the  neighbor  said,  "Joe, 
why  do  you  keep  piling  them  on  after  the 
bushel  measure  is  full  ?  "  His  reply  was, "Well, 
George,  I  figure  I  have  enough  to  account 
for  in  the  day  of  Judgement  without  cheating 
my  neighbor."  He  was  much  interested  in 
civic  and  educational  developments  in  the 
community  and  was  always  tair  minded  and 
unprejudiced  in  all  relationships.  This  is 
why  his  services  were  often  sought  in  Church 
and  community  problems  and  he  was  often 
called  to  serve  on  juries  of  the  Circuit  and 
other  Courts.  He  never  sought  public  office 
but  served  a  period  as  Road  Commissioner. 
In  politics  he  was  mainly  a  Democrat  in 
adhering  to  its  basic  principles,  but  in  local 
politics  he  was  an  Independent  and  stood  for 
the  highest  standards  of  community  life.  He 
died  November  16,  1930,  at  the  Old  Home¬ 
stead  near  Centerville  after  a  brief  illness 
from  pneumonia  following  an  injury  to  his 
ankle  in  his  84th  year,  and  is  buried  in  Oak 
Lawn  Cemetery  at  Bridgewater,  Virginia. 


The  old  Blacksmith  Shop  still  stands  to  recall  many  vivid  memories  of  Granddad,  but  inside  only 
parts  of  the  old  bellows  and  forge  remain  of  all  the  equipment  as  grim  reminders  of  the  past.  Re¬ 
mains  of  the  two  large  willows  still  mark  the  old  Watering  Place  in  the  creek  which  for  a  period 
gave  the  old  Homestead  the  name  of  "Willowbrook". 
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PICTURE  FALL  1902  AGE  49 
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Dianna  Margaret  Miller  was  born  April  13,  1853,  at  the  old  John  M.  Miller  homestead 
about  one  mile  south  of  Bridgewater,  Rockingham  County,  Virginia,  on  the  old  Bridge- 
water-Mt.  Crawford  road.  It  was  a  beautiful  and  productive  farm  on  the  south  banks  of 
North  River  rising  into  the  higher  hills  beyond.  Here  she  grew  to  young  womanhood 
amidst  all  the  joys  and  hardships  of  farm  life  of  that  period.  She  was  the  sixth  of 
eleven  children  and  her  mother  died  when  she  was  nine  years  of  age.  There  were  many 
reverses  during  the  Civil  War  and  she  vividly  recalled  Sheridan's  Raid  when  most  of 
their  cattle  were  driven  away  by  the  Federal  Army  for  food  and  the  chickens  were 
chased  and  caught  under  the  doorsteps  of  the  farm  home.  She  attended  public  school  for 
a  period  at  the  Swamp  and  also  at  St.  Michaels  School,  located  near  St.  Michaels  Re¬ 
formed  Church  near  the  Rockingham  and  Augusta  County  line,  although  public  educational 
facilities  of  that  time  were  very  limited.  She,  early  in  life,  joined  the  Church  of  the 
Brethren  at  the  Bridgewater  Church,  moving  her  membership  to  the  Summit  Church 
after  moving  to  the  Old  Homestead  in  1880,  and  always  remained  a  faithful,  loyal  and 
devoted  member  to  the  end  of  her  life.  She  was  a  very  frugal  and  industrious  housewife 
and  the  duties  in  the  farm  home  of  that  period  were  not  easy.  She,  as  a  girl,  had 
learned  to  spin  and  weave,  and  her  old  spinning  wheel  in  the  attic  and  beautiful  coverlets 
in  the  closets  attested  to  her  skill.  Industry  was  developing  however,  and  early  in  her 
married  life  these  fine  skills  soon  gave  over  to  other  types  of  frugality  in  this 
transition  period.  Her  skill  in  preserving  foods,  canning,  and  drying  vegetables  and  . 
fruits,  and  boiling  homemade  soap  from  the  trimmings  of  a  bountiful  smokehouse  and  lye 
from  the  ash  hopper  at  the  bottom  of  the  hill,  all  contributed  to  the  family  economy  dur¬ 
ing  depression  years.  She  was  always  very  loyal  to  her  husband  and  devoted  to  her 
children  and  as  they  in  turn  grew  to  maturity  and  left  the  Old  Homestead,  she  was  sadd¬ 
ened  by  the  vacancies  they  left  but  she  always  encouraged  their  advancement  and  pro¬ 
gress.  She  was  the  daughter  of  John  Martin  Miller,  1821-1888,  and  Eva  Catherine 
Coffman,  1825-1862.  It  appears  that  the  Miller  (Muller)  ancestors  came  from  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  around  1775,  and  settled  first  in  Shenandoah  County,  Virginia.  Tradition  says 
that  this  line  of  Millers  came  from  a  large  family  of  an  immigrant  by  the  name  of  Lewis 
Miller  who  came  to  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania,  about  1745.  The  Bowman,  Zim¬ 
merman,  and  Coffman  ancestors  also  apparently  came  to  the  Valley  from  Pennsylvania 
and,  therefore,  it  has  been  difficult  to  trace  them  to  the  immigrant  sources.  Her  pa¬ 
ternal  grandparents  were  Martin  Miller,  1780-1852,  and  Esther  Bowman,  1783-1844. 
Her  maternal  grandparents  were  Samuel  Coffman,  1772-1859,  and  Eve  Catherine  Zim¬ 
merman,  1783-1855.  She  died  at  the  Old  Homestead  near  Centerville,  Augusta  County, 
Virginia,  December  3,  1918,  after  an  extended  and  complicated  illness,  and  is  buried 
in  the  Oak  Lawn  Cemetery  at  Bridgewater,  Virginia.

Elizabeth  Catherine  Glick,  better  known 
as  "Betty"  or  "Bess",  was  born  March  31, 
1873  in  the  town  of  Bridgewater,  Rockingham 
County,  Virginia,  where  her  father  was  then 
blacksmith  or  mechanic  for  the  Blanket  Fact¬ 
ory.  Her  early  childhood  was  spent  in  this 
town  until  she  moved  with  her  parents  Septem¬ 
ber  1880  to  the  old  J.  M.  Glick  farm  home, 
about.one  mile  south  of  the  village  of  Milnes- 
ville.  or  Centerville  in  Augusta  County.  Here 
she  grew  to  womanhood  accustomed  to  the 
varied  duties  of  farm  life  and  attended  public 
school  at  Centerville  until  she  completed  the 
curriculum  of  County  Schools.  She  attended 
church  at  the  Summit  and  Glade  Churches  of 
the  Brethren  in  her  younger  days  and  later 
when  she  lived  in  other  communities  she  at¬ 
tended  Moscow  and  Barren  Ridge  Churches. 
She  became  a  member  at  the  Summit  Church 
about  1887.  Her  faith  in  the  church  was  such 
that  she  would  walk  three  or  more  miles  with 
her  children  to  attend  Sunday  School  and  church 
services.  Throughout  the  years  she  remained 
a  faithful  member  of  the  Brethren  denomina¬ 
tion.  She  moved  with  her  parents  to  the  Saufley 
farm  about  two  miles  southeast  of  Centerville 
in  the  spring  of  1892  and  it  was  there  on  Sun¬ 
daymorning  before  church  services,  Novem¬ 
ber  13,  1892  that  she  was  married  to  Minor 
•Alexander  Shull  the  ceremony  being  solem¬ 


nized  by  the  Reverend  S.  A.  Sanger  who  was 
in  the  community  holding  a  revival  at  the  Sum¬ 
mit  Church.  She  lived  on  farms  of  the  com¬ 
munity  with  her  husband  both  in  Augusta  and 
Rockingham  Counties  for  about  eight  years 
when  they  purchased  the  old  John  Shull  Home¬ 
stead  about  one  mile  southwest  of  Centerville 
where  they  lived  for  many  years  and  reared 
their  large  family.  Due  to  her  experience, 
as  a  mother  of  thirteen  children,  and  her  love 
for  children  she  was  often  called  upon  to  be 
present  when  babies  were  born  and  a  number 
of  people,  including  some  of  her  nephews  and 
nieces,  were  first  bathed  and  cared  for  by  her 
gentle  hands.  In  1923  she  and  her  husband 
rented  the  Barger  Farm  about  three  miles 
south  of  New  Hope,  Virginia  on  "Long  Mea¬ 
dows"  and  moved  their  family  into  a  new 
community  where  they  lived  for  five  years 
moving  back  to  their  own  home  in  1928.  Here 
they  lived  until  her  h  e  alt  h  and  that  of  her 
husband  began  to  fail  in  1943.  They  then 
moved  to  Mt.  Solon,  V  i  r  g  in  i a  into  a  house 
owned  by  their  son  Joe  on  the  old  Zimmer¬ 
man  Farm  to  be  near  one  of  their  children. 
Here  they  resided  until  the  death  of  her 
husband  March  15,  1946.  After  the  death  of 
her  husband  she  lived  with  her  daughter 
Mrs.  Ira  Staples  (Mary)  near  Barren  Ridge, 
about  eight  miles  east  of  Staunton,  Virginia. 
She  sold  the  old  Shull  Homestead  to  her  son 
Eldon  but  still  held  the  family  together  from 
her  throne  in  the  home  of  her  daughtei. 
Possessed  of  a  good  voice  and  some  musical 
talent  she  loved  to  sing  the  old  hymns  of  the 
church  her  favorite  being  "Under  His  Wings." 
She  had  been  in  failing  health  for  some  years 
and  the  end  came  on  Sunday  April  17,  1955. 
She  is  buried  in  the  cemetery  at  the  Summit 
Church.

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Minor  Alexander  Shull,  usually  called 
"Minor",  was  born  two  mile's  southwest  of 

Centerville,  Virginia  in  Augusta  County 
on  afarm  later  owned  by  R.  E.  Sandy.  He 
was  born  December  24,  1870  and  was  the 
youngest  child  of  the  large  family  of  John 
Shull  and  Catherine  Good.  He  moved  with 
his  parents  to  a  home  one  mile  south 
west  of  Centerville  when  he  "was  big 
enough  to  ride  the  off-wheel  horse  by 
holding  to  the  hames."  The  land  was 
purchased  from  Richard  Dudley  and  the 
deed  dated  February  14,  1882  so  he  was 
about  12  years  of  age.  The  greater  part 
of  his  life  was  lived  in  this  vicinity  where 
he  was  regarded  as  a  very  useful  person 
in  the  community.  He  attended  school  at 
Centerville  afew  months  in  the  year.  He 
did  a  great  deal  of  farm  work  and  after 
his  marriage  to  Elizabeth  Catherine 
Glick  in  1892  he  worked  on  the  farms  of 
John  W.  Wise  and  Virgil  Miller.  He  lived 
at  the  Bell  Home  in  Centerville  and  the 
Alexander  farm.  Being  mechanically 
inclined  he  rendered  many  skilled  ser¬ 
vices.  He  and  his  wife  purchased  the 
John  Shull  Homestead  about  1900  and 
moved  their  family  there.  He  worked  at 
many  trades.  During  the  fall  and  winter 
months  he  was  employed  almost  daily  as 
a  butcherer  for  the  people  of  the  com¬ 
munity.  He  operated  a  fence  making 
machine  and  wove  fence  for  many  land- 
owners  in  Augusta  and  Rockingham 
Counties.  A  good  carpenter,  a  painter, 
roofer,  mason,  he  was  able  to  do  most 
any  type  of  work.  With  the  help  of  his 
boys  he  cut  wood  and  timber  during  the 
winter  months  when  other  work  was  slack.

Minor  Alexander  Shull 
Age  70 


For  several  years  he  operated  the  road- 
scraper  in  North  River  District  and  serv¬ 
ed  as  road  foreman  on  roads  in  Augusta 
and  Rockingham  Counties.  In  1923  he 
moved  with  his  family  to  the  New  Hope 
vicinity  where  he  rented  the  Barger  Farm. 
After  five  years  he  moved  back  to  his  own 
home  near  Centerville.  He  was  doing 
farm  painting  when  he  suffered  a  fall, 
the  ladder  having  been  knocked  from 
under  him  by  a  horse.  He  suffered  a 
broken  hip  and  head  injuries  and  from 
these  injuries  never  fully  recovered  al¬ 
though  he  was  able  to  follow  his  usual 
trade  for  some  years  afterwards.  He 
attended  church  at  the  Summit,  Glade, 
Moscow  and  Barren  Ridge  Churches  of 
the  Brethren  and  joined  at  the  Summit 
when  a  young  man.  In  1943,  all  of  his 
children  having  married  and  left  home 
and  his  health  and  that  of  his  wife  begin¬ 
ning  to  fail  he  moved  with  his  wife  to  Mt. 
Solon,  Virginia  on  the  farm  of  his  son 
where  he  lived  until  he  became  seriously 
ill.  He  was  taken  to  the  home  of  his  son 
Richard  near  Barren  Ridge  at  a  place 
called  Annex  where  he  died  March  15, 
1946.  He  is  buried  in  the  cemetery  at  the 
Summit  Church.

Ida  Virginia  Glick  was  born  September  23, 
187  4  in  the  town  of  Bridgewater,  Rockingham 
County,  Virginia,  and  there  spent  her  early 
childhood  until  1880  and  then  moved  with  her 
parents  to  the  Old  J.  M.  Glick  Homestead, 
one  mile  south  of  Centerville,  Augusta  County 
Virginia.

full  time  farming.  He  was  a  most  successful 
farmer,  a  good  steward  of  the  land,  using 
scientific  methods  and  during  his  lifetime 
multiplied  his  acreage  four  times  over.  He 
was  engaged  in  general  farming  with  emphasis 
on  poultry  raising,  dairying  and  livestock. 
In  1932  he  bought  the  Old  Homestead  of  his 
father-in-law7,  J.  M.  Glick  a  d  j  a  c  e  n  t  to  his 
original  tract  and  his  older  son  resided  there 
a  number  of  years.  The  Old  Homestead  is 
now  owned  by  his  younger  son,  Galen  Glick 
Craun.  He  exemplified  the  dignity  of  work  in 
long  hours  of  labor  from  before  dawn  tonight. 
He  was  a  tall,  slender  man  of  great  strength 
for  his  build  and  by  orderly  work  habits  and 
careful  planning  was  able  to  accomplish  much. 
He  was  of  a  quiet  disposition,  and  while,  his 
speech  reflected  independent  thought,  he  was 
tolerant  of  the  opinion  of  others;  he  was  slow 
to  anger  and  his  pleasant  smile  radiated  a 
cheerful  personality;  the  expression  in  his 
blue  eyes  was  of  calm  and  kindness;  he  had  a 
keen  sense  of  humor,  a  dry  wit  and  was  dis- 
criminating  in  his  manner  of  speech.  He 
passed  to  his  reward  March  8,  1954  and  his 
body  rests  in  the  Oak  Lawn  Cemetery,  Bridge- 
water,  Virginia.

Edward  Miller  Glick  was  born  in  Bridgewater, 
Virginia,  February  29,  1876.  Nearly  all  of  his 
life  was  spent  in  Centerville,  Augusta  County. 
He  attended  school  at  the  Summit  School  and  the 
Centerville  School  until  the  farm  work  required 
his  full  time  help.  On  October  18,  1899  he  was 
married  to  Emma  Esther  Cupp  in  the  Centerville 
Methodist  Church.  Reverend  J.  Judson  Ringer 
performed  the  ceremony  in  the  presence  of  the 
congregation  following  a  revival  meeting.  In  1901 
they  completed  their  own  home  in  Centerville 
where  they  spent  the  rest  of  their  lives.  Eight 
children  were  born  in  this  home.  Life  as  a  thresh¬ 
ing  machine  operator  was  hard  enough  in  those 
early  days.  He  had  purchased  a  partnership  in  a 
threshing  machine  rig  with  W.  A.  Craun  in  1897. 
This  marked  the  beginning  of  a  business  that  re¬ 
mained  in  the  family  for  fifty  years.  The  days 
work  often  began  at  4:00  A.M.,  and  many  times 
he  would  not  be  able  to  return  home  from  one  week 
until  the  next.  He  ran  a  seasonal  business  - 
threshing  machine,  hay  baler,  clover  seed  huller 
during  the  summer,  and  wood  saw  and  saw  mill  in 
the  winter.  In  spite  of  financial  struggles  he  man- 


aged  to  see  that  each  of  his  children  received  a 
college  education,  for  he  realized  what  lack  of  : 
formal  education  had  meant  to  him.  During  these  j 
years  he  made  many  friends.  His  business  ex¬ 
tended  over  a  large  area  around  Centerville  ex¬ 
tending  from  Mt.  Crawford  to  Mt.  Solon  and  from 
Bridge  water  to  Long  Glade .  There  were  very  few 
people  who  did  not  know  and  enjoy  talking  to  Ed 
Glick.  He  joined  the  Methodist  Church  in  Center¬ 
ville  and  entered  whole-heartedly  into  the  work 
of  the  Church.  He  served  as  song  leader,  Sunday 
School  teacher,  Lay  Leader  on  the  charge  and  in 
the  district,  Steward  of  the  Church,  and  special 
friend  and  confidant  of  all  the  pastors.  He  served 
as  delegate  to  many  district,  annual  and  general 
conferences.  One  conference  in  Dallas,  Texas  ! 
was  a  high  light  in  his  life.  By  his  tolerance,  good  i 
nature,  friendliness,  and  courage  he  not  only  pro-  > 
fessed  but  practiced  his  Christianity.  He  entered 
into  all  community  affairs.  He  served  as  an  active 
member  of  the  Patron’s  League  of  Centerville 
School  and  participated  in  the  up-keep  of  the  SchooL 
He  served  as  Road  Supervisor  for  North  River 
District  for  a  number  of  years.  When  Esther 
died  in  March  1921  after  a  brief  illness  he  was 
left  with  eight  children  ranging  from  a  Freshman 
at  the  University  of  Virginia  to  a  three  year  old 
child  at  home.  His  work  demanded  that  he  be 
away  from  home  a  great  deal  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  he  was  called  upon  to  act  as  mother  and  father 
for  the  family.  One  of  the  older  girls  stayed  out 
of  school  to  care  for  the  family  and  the  boarder 
in  the  home  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  The 
following  year  he  secured  a  housekeeper  to  care 
for  the  .home  so  the  girls’  education  would  not  be 
interrupted.  Before  the  children  could  get  back 
into  school,  the  whole  family  had  to  be  quaran-  . 
tined  for  scarlet  fever  for  a  month!  December 
22,  1922  he  married  Miss  Edythe  Hiner  who  had 
for  long  years  been  a  friend  of  the  family.  In 
spite  of  sickness,  depression  and  financial  strug¬ 
gles  the  following  decade  was  very  happy.  The 
children Ts  education  demanded  his  every  attention. 

He  entered  into  many  projects  for  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  his  home  and  community.  He  was  in¬ 
strumental  in  helping  to  bring  electric  power  to 
the  area  in  spite  of  great  opposition.  In  1937  his 
health  failed  after  a  cerebral  hemorrhage.  During 
a  long  illness  he  demonstrated  the  same  Christian 
attitude  that  had  characterized  his  life.  He  died 
at  his  home  July  29,  1938  and  was  buried  in  Salem 
Cemetery,  Augusta  County,  Virginia. 


Emma  Esther  Cupp  was  born  December  18, 
1876  in  a  log  cabin  near  Moscow,  Virginia. 
She  was  the  daughter  of  Alfred  Lee  Cupp  and 
Margaret  Ann  Pumphrey  Cupp.  After  the 
family  moved  from  Moscow  she  lived  in  Wise 
Hollow  with  her  married  sister,  in  the  home 
of  Mike  Hollar  near  Harmony  School,  and  in 
her  family  home  in  Centerville  (later  pur¬ 
chased  by  the  Evers'  sisters)  She  attended 
school  in  the  public  schools  of  Augusta  County, 
and  received  a  teaching  certificate  after  at¬ 
tending  Dayton  School  (now  Shenandoah 
College),  and  teacher  institutes  at  Panacea 
and  Stribling  Springs.  She  taught  in  the  schools 
at  Roman;  Pisgah  and  Centerville  -  all  in 
Augusta  County.  After  her  marriage  October 
18,  1899  she  entered  completely  into  the  role 
of  homemaker.  The  eight  children  arrived 
in  rapid  succession.  She  had  the  full  responsi¬ 
bility  for  them  during  the  week  as  "Ed"  was 
often  away  with  his  threshing  machine  schedule 
from  Monday  until  Saturday.  Often  she  would 
need  to  bake  pies  and  bread  for  the  men  to  eat 
in  the  'shanty'  while  they  were  on  a  sawing 
job.  In  order  to  stretch  the  family  finances 
she  boarded  teachers  from  the  Centerville 
School.  The  fact  that  she  kept  home-sick 
teachers  happy  in  a  house  full  of  children  on 
a  potato  and  bean  diet  -  speaks  well  for  her 
management,  diplomacy  and  cheerful  dis¬ 
position.  She  took  time  from  her  household 
duties  to  be  a  good  neighbor  and  friend.  She 
belonged  to  the  Centerville  Methodist  Church 
and  served  as  Sunday  School  teacher  there. 
Her  fondest  ambition  was  to  see  that  each  of 
her  children  received  a  good  education  -  her 
philosophy  was  that  anyone  who  had  a  good 
education  could  accomplish  anything,  even 
though  they  didn't  have  a  lot  of  money.  She 
was  never  to  see  this  dream  fulfilled.  In  1918 
she  contracted  flu  and  was  unable  to  care,  for 
herself  as  she  should  since  her  whole  family 
was  sick  at  .  the  same  time.  She  never  com¬ 
pletely  regained  her  health,  and  in  March  1921 
she  died  in  her  home.  She  is  buried  in  Salem 
Lutheran  Cemetery.

Edith,  Ina,  and  Esther  Justus,  Rudolph  and  ] 
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Mary  Edythe  Hincr  was  born  at  Hiner's  Mill 
in  Pendleton  County,  West  Virginia  near  Doe 
Hill,  Highland  County,  Virginia,  July  12,  1874. 
She  was  the  daughter  of  Retta  Fisher  and  James 
Knox  Polk  Hiner.  She  attended  public  schools 
near  her  home.  Whep  she  was  about  twelve 
years  old  her  family  moved  to  Stover's  Shop 
near  Parnassus  where  her  father  operated  a 
store.  During,  the  summer  she  attended  the 
Teaching  Institutes  at  Panacea  Springs.  After 
being  awarded  a  teaching  certificate  in  1900 
she  began  teaching  at  Spring  Hill,  Augusta  Co., 
Va.  Alter  several  years  she  decided  she  did 
not  like  the  teaching  profession,  and  secured 
a  position  as  clerk  in  the  general  store  of  W. 
H.  Sipe  Company,  Bridgewater,  Virginia.  She 
was  also  the  buyer  in  Baltimore,  Maryland 
for  the  store  supplies.  During  her  stay  there, 
she  attended  the  Methodist  Church  and  parti¬ 
cipated  in  the  church  activities.

Among  her 
best  friends  were  the  E.  M.  Glicks  of  Center¬ 
ville  -  they  even  named  their  oldest  daughter 
for  her.  She  was  very  grieved  when  Esther 
Glick  died  in  March  1921.  In  December  28, 
1922  she  married  Edward  M.  Glick  and  took 
over  the  job  of  helping  raise  the  family  of 
eight  children  ranging  from  a  first  year  stu¬ 
dent  at  the  University  of  Virginia  to  a  four  year 
old  at  home.  For  a  confirmed  "old  maid"  the 
adjustment  must  have  been  colossal.  Money 
was  scarce  but  she  expended  every  energy 
toward  helping  to  educate  and  raise  the  family. 
Had  the  children  been  her  own,  she  would  have 
been  no  prouder  of  them.  In  1941  she  was 
paralyzed  and  had  to  re-educate  herself  to 
walk  and  talk.  For  four  years  she  was  a  semi¬ 
invalid  -  though  she  remained  alert  and  in¬ 
terested  in  family  and  co  m  mu  nity  affairs. 
January  1,  1945  she  suffered  a  severe  heart 
attack.  She  was  a  patient  in  the  Rockingham 
Memorial  Hospital  in  Harrisonburg  until  her 
deatn  February  11,  1945.  She  is  buried  in 
Salem  Cemetery,  Augusta  County,  Virginia.

Rudolph  Alfred  Glick  was  born  November  14, 
1903  at  Centerville,  Augusta  County.  His 
education  was  begun  at  the  old  Centerville 
School,  then  continued  at  the  new  location,  and 
completed  at  Bridgewater  for  the  senior  year 
and  graduation  in  1920.  He  left  a  threshing 
machine  crew  to  teach  in  small  high  schools 
in  Augusta  County  at  Spring  Hill,  Deerfield, 
and  Hebron,'  being  principal  at  the  last  two 
places.

He 
had  joined  the  Church  of  the  Brethren  at  Sum¬ 
mit  in  1900  and  became  increasingly  active  in 
its  service  until  1904.  In  that  year  he  was 
elected  to  the  ministry.  In  1914  he  became  an 
Elder  in  the  Church  of  the  Brethren  and  has 
served  very  actively  in  this  capacity  to  this 
time.  He  has  served  the  Summit  Congregation 
as  its  elder  for  many  years,  as  well  as  three 
other  congregations  for  substantial  periods  of 


time.  He  has  held  many  evangelistic  revivals 
throughout  the  eastern  part  of  the  country,  and 
has  enjoyed  much  success  as  an  evangelist  for 
many  years.

L.  Evers  Homestead  one  mile  west  of  Center¬ 
ville,  where  he  engaged  in  farming,  besides 
carrying  on  evangelistic  work  for  the  church. 
On  June  15,  1915  he  married  Effie  Iwilla  Evers 
at  the  D.  L.  Evers  Homestead.  She  has  been 
a  faithful  companion  in  all  his  fields  of  service.

He  still  spends  much 
time  working  at  the  farm,  but  is  free  to  hold 
more  evangelistic  meetings  for  the  church,  and 
to  study,  read  and  plan  for  this  purpose. 
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Kffie  Iwilla  Evers  was  born  December  16, 
i 890  about  one  mile  east  of  Spring  Hill,  Vir¬ 
ginia,  Augusta  County  at  the  home  of  her  grand¬ 
parents,  John  and  Sarah  Cline.

Harry  Newton  Glick  was  born  February  10, 
1885  at  the  Joseph  M.  Glick  homestead,  near 
Centerville,  Augusta  County,  Virginia.  He 
grew  to  manhood  there,  taking  part  in  all 
Church  and  community  activities,  working 
on  his  father's  farm  and  attending  school 
during  the  winter  months  when  work  permitted. 
He  was  always  studious  and  at  the  age  of  19 
secured  a  teacher's  certificate  for  Augusta 
County  after  having  had  only  33  ' months  of 
formal  education.  He  taught  for  two  sessions 
in  the  Summit  Public  schools.  Being  eager 
for  more  education,  he  dug  coal  in  West  Vir¬ 
ginia  during  the  summer  of  1905  and  in  1906 
worked  on  a  farm  in  Northern  Illinois  to  earn 
money  for  that  purpose.  In  the  fall  of 
1906  he  entered  Bridgewater  Academy  and 
graduated  from  Bridgewater  College  in  1913 
with  the  B.  A.  degree.  During  the  summer 
he  pursued  Graduate  study  at  the  University 
of  Chicago  and  on  July  24,  1913  was  married 
to  Mabel  Ruth  Stuff  of  Polo,  Illinois.  In  Sept¬ 
ember  he  entered  Northwestern  University  to 
study  in  the  fields  of  Education  and  Psychology. 
After  graduating  from  that  Institution  in  1914 
with  the  M.  A.  degree  he  taught  in  the  Waukesha 
High  School,  Waukesha,  Wisconsin  for  one 
year  and  the  next  two  years  in  the  Freeport 
High  School,  Freeport,  Illinois.  In  the  Spring 
of  1917  the  family  moved  to  his  father-in-laws 


farm  near  Polo,  Illinois,  where  he  engaged  in 
farming  until  the  fall  of  1920  when  he  returned 
to  school  work.  Entering  the  University  of 
Illinois  he  majored  in  Psychology  and  Ed¬ 
ucation.  After  completing  his  residence  re- 
quii  ements  he  accepted  a  position  as  Pro¬ 
fessor  in  the  Education  Department  of  the 
Massachusetts  Agricultural  College,  Amherst 
Massachusetts,  which  later  became  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Massachusetts,  and  moved  the  family 
in  the  fall  of  1923.  Li  1924  he  received  the  Ph. 
D.  degree  from  the  University  of  Illinois.  He 
first  taught  Education  and  Psychology  but 
later  turned  to  Philosophy  and  at  the  time  of 
his  death  he  was  Head  of  the  Philosophy  De- 
partment  at  the  University  of  Massachusetts: 
he  taught  here  for  thirty-one  consecutive 
years.  His  hobbies  were  gardening  and  flower 
raising,  which  he  pursued  thruout  his  lifetime. 
He  owned  and  operated  a  650  acre  farm  in 
Rockbridge  County,  Virginia,  pursuing  general 
farming  and  cattle  raising.  In  1952  he  was 
granted  a  Sabbatical  from  the  University  of 
Massachusetts  and  with  his  wife  spent  three 
months  in  Honolulu  where  he  studied  Oriental 
Philosophy  at  the  University  of  Hawaii.  Re¬ 
turning  to  the  main  land  they  travelled  ex¬ 
tensively  thru  the  Western  States  and  Canada, 
returning  to  the  University  of  Massachusetts 
in  the  fall.  The  summer  of  1953  was  spent  in 
constr ucting  a  house  on  his  farm  in  Virginia 
where  they  planned  to  retire.  However,  on 
the  eve  of  his  retirement  he  was  stricken  with 
a  coronary  occlusion  and  died  suddenly,  May 
28,  1954.  He  is  buried  in  Wildwood  Cemetary, 
Amherst,  Massachusetts.  Dr.  Glick  was  deeply 
religious  and  as  a  young  man,  in  1908,  was 
elected  to  the  Ministry  in  the  Brethren  Church. 
Thruout  his  lifetime  he  devoted  much  time  to 
Religious  affairs,  filling  pulpits  of  various 
denominations,  singing  in  Church  choirs, 
teaching  in  Spiritual  Life  Schools,  as  well  as 
counciling  with  students  of  all  Faiths,  including 
Catholic  and  Jew.  He  was  much  sought  after 
as  a  public  speaker  and  made  numerous  talks 
on  radio  as  well  as  to  Clubs,  P.T.A.'s,  civic 
and  professional  groups.  After  World  War  II 
he  assisted  in  the  government  psychological 
testing  of  veterans  in  connection  with  the 
government's  disability  program.  He  held 
membership  in  many  scholastic  organizations, 
including  Phi  Delta  Kappa,  Phi  Kappa  Phi  and 
Kappa  Delta  Pi,  honorary  scholastic  frater¬ 
nities.  Altho  he  participated  r  egul  a  r  ly  in 
Church  affairs  wherever  he  was  living,  his 
membership  remained  in  the  Brethren  Church 
which  he  joined  as  a  young  man.

with  the  church  at  the  age  of  twelve,  during  a  re¬ 
vival  conducted  by  Reverend  E.  S.  Coffman.

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Emma  Cornelia  Glick  was  born  May  15,  1890, 
at  the  Joseph  M.  Glick  farm  home  one  mile 
south  of  Centerville,  Augusta  County,  Virginia. 
Her  youth  was  spent  midst  the  wholesome 
occupations  and  joys  of  rural  life.  After  com¬ 
pleting  the  public  school  curriculum  of  Augusta 
County  at  the  Centerville  School,  she  attended 
Bridgewater  Academy  and  College.  For  two 
years  before  receiving  her  B.  E.  Degree  in 
1913,  Emma  was  a  semi- member  of  the 
faculty.  Aside  from  carrying  five  subjects, 
she  was  in  charge  of  the  Expression  Depart¬ 
ment  and  taught  Physical  Culture.  She  was 
also  an  active  member  in  the  Victorian  Soc¬ 
iety.  During  the  summers  of  1912  and  13  she 
attended  the  Columbia  College  of  Expression 
in  Chicago.  On  completing  her  work  at 
Columbia  College,  she  was  encouraged  to  pur¬ 
sue  a  career  known  as  "professional  story 
teller".  She  chose  instead  to  use  her  talents 
in  teaching,  church  activities  and  home  life. 
Following  graduation  she  taught  the  fifth  and 
sixth  grades  at  Centerville  High  and  Graded 
School.  On  December  5,  1915,  she  was  united 
in  marriage  to  Elmer  Thomas  Miller.  The 
ceremony  was  held  at  her  home  with  Dr. 
John  S.  Flory  officiating.  The  couple  made 
their  home  for  six  years  at  Onyx  Hill  Farm 
near  Bridgewater.  Later  they  lived  for  nine 
years  at  their  Broad  Street  home  in  Bridge- 
water.  During  these  years,  Emma  filled  the 
role  of  homemaker,  mother  and  active  church 
worker.  Having  joined  the  Summit  Church  of 
the  Brethren  around  the  age  of  ten,  she  later 
transferred  her  membership  to  the  Bridge- 
water  Church  of  the  Brethren  where,  for  many 
years,  she  was  Superintendent  of  the  Primary 
Department.  She  also  furthered  her  education 
by  attending  the  Community  School  of  Religious 
Education  at  Bridgewater  College.  On  Colum- 

.  bus  Day,  October  12,  1932,  at  the  age  of  forty- 
two,  Emma's  life  in  the  flesh  ended  at  Rock¬ 
ingham  Memorial  Hospital,  Harrisonburg, 
Virginia.  There  had  been  an  accidental  and 
tragic  gasoline  explosion  at  Onyx  Hill  Farm. 
Another  mansion  became  her  abode. 
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Elmer  Thomas  Miller  was  born  January  1, 
1887,  at  Onyx  Hill  Farm,  three  miles  from 
Bridgewater  in  Rockingham  County,  Virginia. 
He  was  the  third  child  and  only  son  of  eight 
children  born  to  G.  Ed  and  Anna  Mary  Thomas 
Miller.  Paternal  grandparents  were  John  C. 
Miller  and  Rebecca  J.  Long.  Maternal  grand¬ 
parents  were  Jacob  Thomas  and  Elizabeth 
Swope.  After  completing  the  curriculum  of  the 
neighborhood  public  school,  he  attended 
the  Bridgewater  Academy.  Being  trainedfrom 
early  youth  in  the  intricacies  of  farm  manage¬ 
ment,  Elmer  bought  and  took  over  Onyx  Hill 
Farm  (the  home  des  igned  and  built  by  his 
father)  when  his  father  retired  to  Elm  Glade 
Farm  (  a  home  later  beloved  and  oft  fre¬ 
quented  by  sixteen  grandchildren).  A  few 
years  later,  at  the  age  of  twenty-nine,  Elmer 
was  united  in  marriage  to  Emma  Cornelia 
Glick.  When  their  first  d aught  er  was  five 
years  of  age,  the  family  moved  to  Bridge- 
water  for  the  sole  pu  rpo  s  e  of  educational 
conveniences.  After  one  year  they  bought 
the  Broad  Street  home.  Here  their  second 
daughter,  Doris,  was  born  in  1926.  With  the 
help  of  tenants,  Elmer  continued  to  run  the 
farm  though  his  chief  occupation  was  a  rather 
extensive  dealing  in  livestock  throughout 
Rockingham  and  Augusta  Counties.  In  the  fall 
of  1932,  the  family  sold  their  town  home  and 
returned  to  the  farm.  A  few  months  later, 
after  Emma's  passing  on,  Elmer,  Beryl  and 
Doris  went  to  live  with  his  father  and  step¬ 
mother  at  Elm  Glade  Farm.  With  a  great 
bond  and  tie  in  his  life  broken,  Elmer  seemed 
to  be  gradually  but  surely  drawn  toward  one 
whom  he  has  called  his  "second  star".  About 
seventeen  years  hence,  after  havinglivedfor  a 
number  of  years  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  Elmer 
met  and  married  Bess  Emerson  Farner  of 
Washington,  D.  C.  and  Stuart,  Nebraska.  They 
now  commute  between  their  home  and  farms 
in  Nebraska  and  their  Washington  apartment 
home.  Since  a  young  man,  Elmer  has  been  a 
member  of  the  Bridgewater  Church  of  the 
Brethren.  The  interests  of  rural  life  and  live¬ 
stock  are  still  a  part  and  parcel  of  his  many 
happy  activities.

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Maytie  Elizabeth  Burns  known  by  her  friends 
as  "Mayte",  was  born  February  5,  1894,  at 
Burnsville,  in  Bath  County,  Virginia,  at  the 
Old  Charles  Wesley  Burns  farm  homestead 
which  for  over  a  century  and  a  quarter  be¬ 
longed  to  four  generations  of  the  Burns  family. 
In  this  community  she  grew  to  womanhood, 
completing  the  public  school  curriculum  of 
Bath  County  at  the  Burnsville  School.  Later 
she  attended  M  a  d  i  s  o  n  College,  Farmville 
State  Teachers  (now  Longwood)  College  and 
the  University  of  Virginia  summer  school. 
She  was  a  good  student  and  enjoyed  literature 
and  poetry.  She  was  a  graduate  of  Farmville 
State  Teachers  College  in  1924.  She  taught 
public  school  in  Virginia  for  eight  years,  and 
was  regarded  as  a  most  successful  teacher. 
She  taught  at  Burnsville  in  Bath  County,  New 
Hope  in  Augusta  County,  Barber  in  Alleghany 
County,  and  D  in  w  idd  i  e  and  Kenilworth  in 
Dinwiddie  County.  The  Burns  family  was  of 
Scotch  descent  belonging  to  the  Clan  Camp¬ 
bell  of  Argyle.  They  probably  entered  this 
section  of  Bath  County  (then  a  part  of  Augusta 
■  County)  through  what  is  now  known  as  Scotts- 
town  Draft,  soon  after  the  Revolutionary  War 
Period,  as  tradition  says  a  settlement  of 
Scotch  people  first  located  in  that  area.  About 
1791  John  Burns,  Sr.,  bought  land  and  settled 
with  three  sons,  Peter,  Joseph  and  John  in  the 
Burnsville  area  of  Bath  County.  The  son 
Peter  soon  married  and  moved  on  to  Tennessee 
while  Joseph  and  John  remained  and  in  1805 
inherited  the  old  Burns  Plantation  and  became 
the  progenitors  of  many  generations  of  Burns 
in  this  area.  This  Joseph  Burns  washer 
great  grandfather.  They  were  very  probably 
of  Presbyterian  faith  when  they  first  settled 
in  Bath  County.  As  Presbyterian  churches  of 
that  period  were  remotely  located  and  the 
Methodist  circuit  riders  were  dynamic  in 
their  activities,  a  Methodist  church  was  soon 
organized  in  the  Burnsville  community,  and 
her  grandfather,  John  Henry  Burns,  and  his 
family  became  Methodists.
